The Board of Managers 


The Board of Managers to 

The Connecticut Baptist Convention 

Greeting's: — Your Board of Managers respectfully submits its one 
hundred third annual report which covers the Convention year of 
1925-1926. 

Meetings of the Board 

In addition to the regular meetings of the Board and the Execu- 
tive Committee a special meeting of each was held. At one of the 
meetings of the Board a request was received from the Union Bap- 
tist Church, Mystic, the entertaining church of the Convention this 
year, to change the date of meeting, October 19-20, to 12-13. The 
request was granted and we are thus meeting a week earlier than 
the Constitution names. 

Changes in the Board 

There have been few changes in the personnel of the Board dur- 
ing the year. Rev. Charles A. Decker, pastor of the First -Church, 
Bridgeport, and chairman of the Committee on Missionary Cooper- 
ation, a member of the Executive Committee and Connecticut’s 
representative on the Board of Missionary Cooperation of The 
Northern Baptist Convention, died December 31, 1925. Suitable 
resolutions expressive of the appreciation of the Board of the Con- 
vention for the noble character, splendid cooperation and willing- 
ness in service of Mr. Decker, was spread on the minutes of the 
Board and copies sent to the family and to The Connecticut Baptist. 
Mr. Decker was faithful in all the duties connected with the offices 
he accepted in the state work, was wise in his counsel and useful in 
the larger ministry which he rendered to churches in the Fairfield 
Association and in the state at large. Dr. Herbert Judson White 
removed from the state, in February, and thereby created a vacancy 
on the Board and the Executive Committee and in the chairmanship 
of the Committee on Evangelism. Dr. White has served the Con- 
vention in various ways through the seventeen years in which he has 
been pastor in the state. His wisdom, devotion and willing service 
has ever made him a helpful and inspiring member of the Baptist 
fraternity. He was also president of the Connecticut Baptist Edu- 
cation Society, in which he took a great interest. He is now pastor 
of the First Baptist Church, White Plains, New York and is rapidly 
finding a large place in the Kingdom work in the community and 
state. Mrs. Henry Fryer resigned and her resignation was regret- 
fully accepted. 

Leading Features in the Departments 

The Baptist work in the state is divided into separate depart- 
ments under the direction of secretaries. 

(a) State Missions. State missions under the direction of the 
general secretary includes aided churches and work among the New 
Americans. A detailed account of this department will be given 
later in this report. 
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(b) Missionary Cooperation. The promotion and financial work 
in connection with the raising of the quota for The Northern Bap- 
tist Convention is under the direction of Secretary H. B. Sloat, as- 
sisted by the Committee of Missionary Cooperation. This depart- 
ment is financed by a separate budget and the secretary is the col- 
lector of missionary funds and the accredited agent of the Board 
of Missionary Cooperation of The Northern Baptist Convention. The 
death of Mr. Decker made a vacancy in the chairmanship of the 
State Board of Missionary Cooperation. This chairmanship, by Con- 
stitutional provision, carries with it the position of being Connecti- 
cut’s representative on the General Board of Missionary Cooper- 
ation. Rev. D. P. Gaines was elected chairman of the Committee 
to fill out the unexpired term. This department works out the 
suggested quotas for the churches and submits them to the churches 
for approval. The quotas, as suggested, on the basis of membersh^, 
contributions for a series of years, local conditions as far as can be 
obtained, and the state quota of $166,000.— which includes $161,- 
000. for the state quota and $5,000. additional for Suffield School. 
Churches are urged to remit to the collector one-twelfth of their 
quota each month. The promotional activities include regional in- 
stitutes, conferences with individual churches and pastors, public 
addresses on Sundays, other occasions and Associational meetings. 
For a detailed account of the activities and finances of this depart- 
ment see annual report of the secretary of Missionary Cooperation. 

(c) Religious Education. Rev. O. P. Campbell is secretary of 
this department, which is financed by the Convention and the Ameri- 
can Baptist Publication Society upon aproximately a 50-50 basis. 
The Publication Society appropriate $2,400. and the Convention a 
similar amount, — if this is not adequate the Convention finances the 
balance. The A.B.P.S. cooperates in the payment of salary and ex- 
penses of the secretary but pays nothing toward the office expenses. 
In obedience to the vote of the Convention, held in 1925, a Summer 
Assembly was held at Connecticut Agricultural College, Storrs. This 
proved to be a satisfactory beginning of what promises to be a valu- 
able asset to the educational work of the Convention. The faculty 
was carefully selected and was one of which we were ]ustly proud. 
It included leaders and workers in the denomination, the PublicaDon 
and Foreign Mission Societies and workers in the churches. The 
total registrations were 54 and the cost to the Convention, over and 
above income, was $376.80. The Convention contributes $600. to 
and cooperates in the New England School of Methods, at Ocean 
Park Maine. Fifty-seven registered in the school this year from 
Connecticut. The majority of these made up two house-parties,_ one 
occupying our own Connecticut-Coats cottage — under the supervision 
of Mr. Campbell, and the other located in the Mayflower cottag_e 
rented for the period of the school and supervised by Rev. C. J. 
Armstrong, Danielson. For detailed report of this department see 
report of Secretary 0. P. Campbell. 


Connecticut Baptist Education Society 

The Connecticut Baptist Education Society received an appropri- 
ation of $625. during the year from the Convention. This money is 
used in grants for students, male and female, in training for the 
Christian ministry, religious education and other fields of definite 
work. The resignation of Dr. Herbert Judson Whffe crated a 
vacancy in the presidency of the Society and Rew B.^N. Timbie, 
Meriden, was elected to fill the unexpired term. See full account 
of finances and the work of the Society in the minutes published

Sufiield School 


■Suffield School, Dr. Brownell Gage, headmaster, is the only Bap- 
tist institution of learning in Connecticut. Several years ago your 
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Board voted to add a certain sum to the state quota and recommend- 
ed succeeding’ Boards to take similar action until the sum of $50,000. 
be thus added to the endowment fund of the school. This fund to be 
known as The Connecticut Baptist Convention Endowment Fund of 
Suffield School. During last year the quota set for this fund was 
$5,000. Each month the proper percentage is deducted from the 
benevolent offerings and remitted to the treasurer of the school. 
This action has been ratified by the Convention each year. The 
Board recommends that similar action be, taken this year. A Com- 
mittee, appointed by the Board, was asked to review the relationship 
existing between the school and the Baptist denomination. A very 
favorable report of the Committee’s work was made by Dr. John 
Newton Lackey, chairman, and spread on the minutes of the Board. 
The Committee find the school is receiving $3,000. per year from 
the Board of Education of The Northern Baptist Convention, which 
is a recognition of its relationship to the denomination. The 
Trustees expressed their willingness to give favorable consideration 
to elective Bible courses which the Convention may suggest. 

Woman’s Baptist Mission Society 

The Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut, Miss Mary 
L. Howard, president. This Society is the representative of the 
Woman’s American Baptist Foreign Mission Society and the Woman’s 
American Baptist Home Mission Society in the state. The Society 
has a fine organization which has been functioning for a number of 
years. Through the organization promotional and informational 
matters can be presented to all the churches in a brief period. The 
org’anization includes a carefully selected key-woman in each church, 
four minute talks and round-table conferences. Associational and 
state meetings are used to keep the churches informed of the work 
of this Society and the general work of the denomination. The 
Society is at present engaged in raising Connecticut’s share of the 
Golden Anniversary commemorating the fiftieth anniversary of the 
Woman’s American Baptist Home Mission Society. The larger part 
of this amount is already in hand and the Connecticut women will, 
no doubt, keep up their fine reputation of always going “over the 
top”. The Convention appropriates $200. per year to the operating 
expenses of the Society. For a full report of the officers and work 
of this Society see report of same in this Annual. 

Roger William Memorial 

The Convention contributed $100. to the placing of a pew marked 
“Connecticut” in the Roger William Memorial Church, Washington, 
D. C. This was done in keeping with the action of many of the 
other State Conventions. 

Connecticut Federation of Churches 

The Convention belongs to the Connecticut Federation of Churches 
and contributes to its support the sum of $300. per year. The Feder- 
ation is interested, among other things, in the relig’ious life of the 
Connecticut Agricultural College students and assisted in the secur- 
ing of money for the erection of the splendid modern community 
house on the campus near the meeting-house. The community house 
is ideal for such gatherings as Summer Assemblies and the Baptists 
of the state used it during its Assembly last July. 

The Convention added $200. to the above appropriation to the 
Federation in order that they might secure teachers to offer Bible 
courses at the college for students. Many students elected these 
courses and the college gave credit on graduation. 
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THE AIDED CHURCHES 

There have been some changes in the list of aided churches during 
the year and the Convention has continued, as before, to endeavor 
to minister as far as finances would allow to needy churches. There 
are two ways in which your Board renders such a ministry finan- 
cial aid, such as, interest on mortgages, agreements to pay interest 
on mortgages if the church will reduce the principal of the- mortgage 
by an amount equal to the interest of the first year. This has proven 
to be an encouragement to churches to clear off indebtedness of some 
years standing. During the year Montauk Avenue, New London, 
Eev. H. J. Chase, pastor, relieved the Convention from further pay- 
ing interest on its mortgage which the Convention has been paying 
for several years. New Hope Church, Danbury, Rev. J. Edward 
Harris, pastor, raised and paid $1,000. on the principal of its mort- 
gage, thus reducing the amount of interest on the same which the 
Convention is carrying for a term of five years. This little colored 
church has been a model in many ways, of loyalty to the denomin- 
ational program, in gratitude for the help and encouragement it has 
received and a recognition of the obligation which rests upon every 
Christian church. The Convention has been paying for a number 
of years the interest on the mortgages of Olivet, New Haven, West 
Haven and Olivet, Hartford, while the churches are reducing the 
principal of the mortgage. 

The Grand Avenue Church, New Haven, has a mortgage of about 
$7,300. The Convention has been paying the interest on this mort- 
gage for a number of years. This mortgage has been reduced some- 
what during the period. After several years of facing a discourag- 
ing condition and considering the advisability of the church disband- 
ing, after turning over its property to the State Convention, the 
church in July took such action and the Grand Avenue Church build- 
ing may be used as a Christian Center. For the last year or more 
the building has been used to carry on extension work from the 
Davenport House. 

Torrington Calvary Church. The State Convention aided the Cal- 
vary Church, Torring-ton, several years ago by endorsing its note for 
the sum of $35,000. at present held by the Chelsea Bank, Norwich. 
In the meantime the principal of the note has been reduced to $33,- 
500. During the last two years the Convention gave out-right to 
the church two sums, totaling about $9,000. to help out in a critical 
situation and save the church from bankruptcy. Following the meet- 
ing of The Northern Baptist Convention in Washington, this year, 
the church committee, prompted by the pastor, by a majority vote 
recommended that the church declare itself a fundamentalist church; 
second, that it designate its missionary money; third, that it declare 
itself unwilling to hold union meetings except on three stated dates. 
At a business meeting of the church, at which the pastor presided, 
the church voted to table the first recommendation, defeated the 
second and referred the third to a committee already appointed to 
consider such meetings. This resulted in the pastor’s resignation and 
a withdrawal of about 35 members who began holding meetings in 
a rented hall. The newspaper reports indicated that this action on 
the part of the Calvary Church was a declaration that it was a 
modernist church. Nothing is further from the facts. Calvary 
Church is in harmony with the belief and practice of the average 
Baptist church. It simply refused to take action that would affiliate 
it with any group within the denomination. 

The Convention also aids in the payment of pastors’ salaries in the 
following churches: Branford, St. Paul Church, Rev. David Moss, 
pastor. This is one of the new colored churches in the state. The 
Convention makes a small appropriation to aid in the support of the 
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pastor. He also receives aid from the Connecticut Education Society 
and is taking special studies in Yale Divinity School. 

Bridgeport, German Church, Rev. Emil Berger, pastor, expended 
about $400. on improvements, pays the interest on its mortgage and 
is doing good work along all lines. The Czecho-Slovakian mission 
carries on its work with the German church as a center. 

Canton Church, Rev. A. H. Carpenter, pastor. He has served the 
church as pastor for five or six years taking an active interest in all 
of its work although he is in business in the city of Hartford during 
the week. 

Colebrook, North and South Churches are under the care of Rev. 
Samuel Johnson, pastor of the Winsted Church. Afternoon services 
are conducted in these churches on alternative Sundays. Repairs 
have been made on the parsonage at North Colebrook. 

Colchester Church. The Convention since the death of Rev. B. D. 
Remington has made an appropriation to the church to enable Mrs. 
Remington to act as church visitor. Students from the Hartford 
Seminary have supplied the pulpit. Mrs. Remington discontinued 
her work this autumn. 

Danbury, New Hope Church, Rev. J. Edward Harris, pastor, is 
carrying on in its usual loyal service under his leadership. 

Mansfield Depot, Dunham Memorial Church, Rev. J. W. Carpenter, 
pastor. This little church, the only one in the community, keeps the 
church open in spite of the small membership and the financial 
burden. 

Eastford and Westford Churches were grouped tog'ether under the 
leadership of Rev. Herbert C. Plumb. He resigned to accept the 
call to the East Lyme Church and since that time the churches have 
been without a pastor and his removal automatically cancelled the 
appropriation. 

East Lyme Church. The settling of Rev. Herbert C. Plumb in 
this pastorate necessitated a grant from the State Convention to 
enable the church to keep a resident pastor on the field. This was 
deerned necessary as it is the only Protestant church in the com- 
munity. He has entered . enthusiastically into the work and is hope- 
ful that Convention aid will be only temporary. 

Fitchville Church, Rev. J. F. Speerli, pastor, assumed the respon- 
sibility of self-support during the year. This is a step in advance 
as the church has been aided off and on for a number of years. 

Ledyard Church, followed the arrangement of the preceding year 
and held a church school under the leadership of Mr. Chas. C. 
Zabriskie, Preston City. At a meeting of the church held in July, 
it was voted to discontinue the services and to urge the members 
to attend the Preston City Church or one of the Norwich churches. 
Many of them are living as near these other churches as the Ledyara 
church. 

Montowese Church, Rev. E. M. Whidden, pastor. Mr. Whidden 
becarne pastor when Rev. Chas. H. Heimsath accepted the call to 
the First Church, Bridgeport. The church called Mr. Whidden ancl 
the Ordaining Council was held with the church on July 1. Mr. 
Whidden was ordained to the Christian ministry that evening’. His 
father, Chancellor H. P. Whidden, of MacMaster University was 
present and preached the sermon. This church has assumed self- 
support. 

Naugatuck Church. Rev. Francis C. Lamb has been receiving aid 
for a number of years. With the aid of the Convention they are able 
to continue the services of the pastor. He supplements his salary, 
however, by outside work. 
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New London, Montauk Avenue Church, Rev. H. J. Cha^, pastor, 
voted to become self-supporting during the_ year. _Mr. Chase has 
resigned and has entered the Eastern Theological Seminary. He con- 
tinues as supply pastor until November. 

Norwich, Mt. Calvary Church became pastorless with the resigma- 
tion of Rev. G. G. McGee. With that resignation the grant from the 
Convention was automatically cancelled. This church has settled 
Rev. W. C. Pittman, former pastor at Willimantic, Calvary. 

Sterling Hill Church, Rev. C. S. Nightingale, pastor, also pastor 
of the church at Moosup. During the year the building has been 
renovated and beautified. The church entertained the Stonington 
Union Association in June. 

Warrenville Church, Rev. Martin Heringer, D.D., pastor. This 
church was served by Dr. A. D. Kendrick for a number of months 
after the resignation of its former pastor, Rev. B. C. Bugbee. It 
called to the pastorate, Mr. Heringer, and the future looks promising 
as he is putting on a program which appeals to the whole community. 

Waterhury, Second Church, Rev. Raymond J. Bates, pastor. ^ This 
church renovated its building and had a Rededication Service in 
April, the neighboring pastors and the Convention secretary were 
present and participated. This church cooperated with the other 
evangelical churches of Waterbury, in a city-wide campaign for 
evangelism, conducted by a group of 70 workers. 

West Haven Church, Rev. Bernard D. Adams, pastor. Mr. Adarns 
comes from missionary stock — was born on the foreign field and is 
leading the church in up-to-date methods of service. 

Suffield, First Church, located on Zion’s Hill, has occasional ser- 
vices. Rev. H. B. Sloat conducted a service there in August. The 
church, through a committee, is planning to erect a memorial tablet 
to be placed on the church building to commemorate the church as 
the first Baptist church in Hartford County, organized in 1769, and 
the services of its first ministers. Rev. Joseph and John Hastings, 
who, together, served as ministers for 42 years. No financial aid 
has been given this church. 

Rockville, First African Church, Rev. Napoleon Hall, pastor, ap- 
plied for aid and the grant was made. This church purchased a 
residence, transformed some of the lower rooms into an auditorium 
and use the second floor as a residence for the pastor. 

Willimantic, Calvary Church received aid from the Convention 
during the part of the year that Rev. W. C. Pitruan was the pastor. 
On his resignation the appropriation ceased. This little group also 
purchased a residence but have been worshipping in a public hall 
during toe year. 

Stonington Union Association Missionary. The arrangement be- 
tween the Convention and the Stonington Union Association for the 
employment of an associational missionary, Rev. Prank S. Robbins, 
has obtained during the last year. Mr. Robbins has carried on the 
work at Second North Stonington and Clark’s Falls. The latter work 
is under the auspices of the Laurel Glen Church. Mr. Robbins is 
engaged in colporteur work and through it has added to the attend- 
ance of the church services and the Sunday school. His work was 
hindered a part of the year by an epidemic of sickness. The Con- 
vention contributes $600. a year toward the salary of the mission- 
ary and supplies him with a Ford automobile. Mr. Robbins has been 
engaged in this work for five or six years. 

Some Weak Churches 

Brooklyn. The general secretary was invited to a special meeting 
of the Brooklyn Church called to consider the advisability of dispos- 
ing of the property to the Convention and disbanding the church. 
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The meeting adjourned to enable the terms of the deed of the proper- 
ty and the endowment to be scrutinized and a special meeting, legal- 
ly called, was held later. In the meantime. Rev. Chester J. Arm- 
strong, pastor of the Danielson Church, reopened the church for 
Sunday services at the request of the members. The results were 
so gratifying, that Mr. Armstrong was willing to continue his ser- 
vices. It was considered wise to continue the services for a few 
months and thereby determine whether it will be advisable to try 
to re-open the church permanently. It is noteworthy that these 
afternoon services had an attendance surpassing, in number, either 
of the other churches holding regular services in the town. The 
Convention officials hesitate about closing any Baptist church where 
there is any ray of hope for future growth or service. 

Cromwell Church has sought for several years the proper course 
for it to pursue. The Convention has aided in the pastors’ salaries 
for a number of years. Later, Rev. H. C. Speed, pastor at Middle- 
town, conducted services in the church for a season. At a meeting- 
held in the spring, the church voted to turn over the property and 
funds to our Convention, to be held in trust for a period of years — 
during which a revival of Baptist interests would warrant asking 
the return of the funds to carry on the work. The disposal and use 
of the property has been placed in the hands of a committee created 
by the church. If after the period designated no call has been made 
for the funds, the property and funds will become part of the per- 
manent funds of the Convention, to be known as the First Baptist 
Church, Cromwell, Fund. The church will be open for occasional 
services. The general secretary conducted a service there Septem- 
ber 19. 

Tariff ville. The Tariff ville Church has ceased to function for a 
number of years. W. H. Pease, clerk, has been busy in recent 
months clearing up the title of the church property in order that it 
may be signed over to the Convention. 

Chesterfield. The property of the defunct Chesterfield Church 
was put on the market and sold by Rev. C. H. Howe, appointed by 
the Court for this purpose, and the whole matter of the disposal of 
the property which the Convention had in that township was satis- 
factorily settled. The proceeds totaled upwards of $3,000. and are 
held in trust by the Convention, the income from it to be used in 
its work. 

East Cornwall Church is still in existence although it has no regu- 
lar services. Once a year the church is opened and a service held 
in memory of Dr. Wm. G. Fennell, a native of East Cornwall and 
son of that church. He for years, through his useful ministry, went 
back once a year to his old home church and held a religious service. 
It became a Red Letter Day in the community. Former residents 
and friends from Hartford, and elsewhere, journeyed back to wor- 
ship in the old church. After the death of Dr. Fennell these meet- 
ings were discontinued. Last year the Hartford Association voted to 
annually observe the last Sunday in August, as “Fennell Day” in the 
East Cornwall Church. A large congregation assembled and a fine 
program of music and an address by a local Congregational pastor 
was carried out. 

New American Work 

The work among the New Americans has been carried on during 
the year under the direction of the general secretary, assisted by the 
Committee on New Americans, and in cooperation with the American 
Baptist Home Mission Society. This work includes five churches, 
eight missions and one Christian Center. 

Davenport House of Christian Service, New Haven, R. A. Samp- 
son, director, is the only Baptist Christian Center located in Con- 
necticut. During the year the Center has carried on extension work 
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in the Grand Avenue section of the city, using the Grand Avenue 
meeting-house as a center of activities. Owing to the fact that the 
New Haven Community Chest has decided to discontinue, at the 
close of this calendar year, its appropriation to this work, the matter 
of adjusting the work to the changed financial condition has been a 
matter of careful consideration by your Committee on New Ameri- 
cans, the New Haven Baptist Union, the American Baptist Home 
Mission Society and the Woman’s Baptist Home Mission Society, who 
have been cooperating in this service. Davenport House and the 
adjoining Italian church building were placed on the market and an 
offer of purchase was made. The sale was not consummated because 
of the failure of the proposed purchaser to meet the conditions. If 
the property had been sold it was proposed to move the Center to 
the Grand Avenue church and secure a fitting place of worship for 
the Italian group. A committee of the Board is working in cooper- 
ation with the New Haven Baptist Union in seeking to readjust the 
whole situation and place it upon a more serviceable basis. The 
Convention and the Home Mission Society have been cooperating 
equally in the appropriation of $3,000. a year for this work. It is 
under the supervision of the New Haven Baptist Union. 

First Italian Church, New Haven, Rev. J. E. Parrella, pastor, is 
carrying on its work. The uncertainty of its location has somewhat 
hindered in the work of the pastor and his fellow members but they 
have worked on with the hope that final adjustment would be con- 
ductive to better service and more rapid growth of the church in its 
ministry and membership. 

Meriden, Italian Church, Rev. D. Scalera, pastor, has made some 
changes during the year. Pastor A. Pasciuta resigned in the spring. 
Before his resignation the church called a council to consider the 
advisability of the mission becoming a Baptist church. Members of 
the mission agreed to pay off the mortgage indebtedness if the Con- 
vention would transfer the title of the property to them as a church. 
This was done with the provision that should the organization cease 
to function as a Baptist church, the property would revert to the 
State Convention. The mortgage was paid and the property trans- 
ferred and the church organized as the First Italian Baptist Church 
of Meriden. This church is aided by the Meriden, First and Main 
Street Churches, the Home Mission Society and the State Conven- 
tion. It looks forward in the near future to being a self-supporting 
church. 

Ansonia Italian Mission, Rev. S. LoPresti, missionary, continues 
its activities. It participated in a Daily Vacation Church School with 
the First Church. This school was one of the best held in the state 
during the year. The mission is aided by the First Church, Ansonia, 
the Home Mission Society and the Convention. Another member of 
the mission is preparing himself for missionary work. 

Bridgeport Italian Mission, Rev. Biagio Isgro, missionary, con- 
tinues to hold its services in the Second Church, Bridgeport, Rev. 
R. D. Trick, pastor. The missionary is assisted by Miss Cynthia 
Moore who, for several years, has been doing missionary work in 
that city. The Convention and the Home Mission Society contribute 
to the support of the mission which will be supervised by the Bridge- 
port Baptist Union. 

Hartford Italian Mission, Rev. A. Roca, missionary, carries on its 
work in the Village Street Mission. This mission is aided by the 
Hartford Baptist Union, the Home Mission Society and the State 
Convention. 

The Norwich Italian Mission, Rev. Valentino Panizzoli, mission- 
ary, continued its work until August 31, when because of the migra- 
tion of practically all of the members of the mission to other places 
— due to the industrial conditions in Norwich, forced the closing of

thG mission.. Mr. Panizzoli has rendered a good service during the 
time thah he has served in this mission. The mission was supported 
by the Central Baptist Church, and the mission itself, in coopera- 
tion with the Home Mission Society and the State Convention. 

Waterbury Italian Mission, Rev. A. Ventura, missionary, conducts 
public worship in the First Church, Waterbury, Rev. D. P. Gaines 
pastor. This is a flourishing mission doing good work. This mission 
encourages its young’ people to attend the church school of the 
mother church to which all its members belong. 

. Czecho-Sloyak. The Convention, cooperating with the Home Mis- 
sion society, has aided two Czecho-Slovakian missions at Bridgeport 
and Torrmgton under the leadership of Rev. George Georgoff, mis- 
smnary. These missions, as is becoming more and more the custom 
of^ all our missions, have contributed liberally to the denominational 
missionary enterprises. The withdrawal of the group from Calvary 
Tornng-ton, has interfered materially with the life and work 
of the Torrmgton mission. Temporarily the work has had to be dis- 
continued, as far as the missionary’s work is concerned. It is hope- 
ful that it may resume its normal course in the near future. Up to 
the middle of July it held its services in Calvary Baptist Church 
Mr. Georgoff continues his studies at the International Seminary, 
JNIew Jersey. 

^'“’^sarians. Our work among’ the Hungarians is carried on in 
toree centers: the Bridgeport, Hungarian Church, Rev. Ladislaus 
Reyesz, pastor; Wallingford, Hungarian Church, Rev. Stephen 
Balogh, pastor and the South Norwalk Mission, Rev. Alexander 
inda, missionary. During the year they united and held a series 
o± evangelistic meetings in each community. Rev. N. Dulitz former- 
ly pastor at Wallingford, was the evangelist. The meetings were 
enthusiastically supported by the Hungarians and resulted in bap- 
tisrns at each center. Rev. Alexander Kinda carried on extension 
work in Darien. 

Russians. The Russian Evangelical Baptist Church, Rev. John 
IJavicluk, pastor, has throo preaching* stations : Hartford, where it is 
housed in its own building, purchased with the aid of friends and 
the Convention a year or two ago and improved and beautifled by 
the Russians themselves; Waterbury, housed in the basement of a 
proposed building which the church hopes to complete in due time- 
Ansonia, housed in the lecture room of the First Baptist Church’ 
Ihis church entertained the General Association of the Russian 
Churches, including United States and Canada, in Hartford, in the 
autumn. Rev. John Daviduk is president of the General Association 
^ mi Russian religious paper “The Sower of 

Iruth . This paper has a large circulation among the Russians in 
America and Europe. 


Evangelism 

The Convention has ever given a large place in the program of its 
service to evangelism. For years an Evangelistic Committee has 
been active in suggesting programs and plans of work and helping 
to carry out prog’rams and plans in local churches wherever desired. 
During’ the last two years this committee has been one of the regular 
committees of the Board of Managers, with Rev. P. F. Wolfenden 
as chairman, last year. The committee can only serve the local 
church when invited. The question of method is a local church 
matter and has always been so considered. No effort has been made 
to compel any church to conform to any method or to emphasize 
evangelisrn at any particular time. During the year various forms of 
evangelistic work have been carried on in different churches. The

visitation method has been used in several centers with good success. 
This method is growing in favor. The Waterbury churches., cooper- 
ated in a city-wide evangelism campaign. The number of workers 
were 70, including many students from colleges and universities of 
New England. A theatre was rented for mass meetings at noon and 
evening and factory street meetings were held each day. The results 
were very gratifying. The Board appropriates a sum to be used by 
the Evangelist Committee to carry on its work. Reports at the Asso- 
ciations indicate a large number of accessions by baptism during the 
year. 

The general secretary and his associates are anxious to serve the- 
churches in any way in their power, limited only by time and oppor- 
tunity. They solicit invitations from churches, church schools, 
young people’s groups, finance and missionary committees to give 
addresses on the work in which they are interested, counsel as to 
methods, program and service of any kind in which their aid or ad- 
vice would be helpful. They will be glad to assist in carrying out 
a program for “Church Day” with any church in the Convention. 
They are willing to assist pastors in putting on an eight days’ evan- 
gelistic campaign, including two Sundays and the week between, and 
in any other way whereby they can be helpful to the church. 

FINANCES 

The Connecticut Baptist Convention is one of the affiliated soci- 
eties of The Northern Baptist Convention and cooperates in carry- 
ing out the missionary, educational, evangelistic and financial pro- 
gram of Northern Baptists. The Convention, through its Committee 
of Missionary Cooperation, and Secretary H. B. Sloat, is the pro- 
motional agency for all denominational activities and the authorized 
collecting agency for all missionary and benevolent monies raised in 
the state for denominational purposes. 

The Convention’s operating budget is made up from two sources. 
One, the income from its permanent funds. It should be carefully 
noted, when scrutinizing the list of permanent funds held by the 
Convention, that many of these funds are held in trust only, the 
income of them going to individual churches named by the donor. 
These funds are held and invested by the Convention at no cost to 
the beneficiaries. The other source is the Convention’s percentage 
of the quota of $166,000. — Connecticut’s share in the total quota 
of the N. B. C. Our budget therefore depends mostly on the manner 
in which the churches meet their quotas. The Convention receives 
a percentage of the undesignated dollar. Designations go in full to 
the society or object named by the giver. It is an obligation on the 
part of our churches, if they desire or expect the Convention to 
carry on its work without indebtedness, to strive to raise the quota 
in full. The ideal way is for each church to raise 1/12 of its quota 
and remit to the collector in Hartford 1/12 each month. This would 
save thousands and thousands of dollars interest on loans. 

Connecticut has a mission field of great importance. More and 
more it is becoming evident that the rural church must be sustained 
and, in many cases, the Convention must aid in the support of the 
pastor. Thirty of our churches are the only Protestant church, and 
many of them the only religious organization, in the community in 
which they stand. The great responsibility of the delivery of the 
Christian message rests upon the Baptists in these communities. A 
man of vision and a spirit to follow up that vision will find a large 
field in the rural church. The rural church ought to be the center 
of the community life. To function properly it needs a comniunity 
program and it may supervise and control not only the religious 
activities but the social, recreational, educational and civic activities. 
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It is becoming- more and more evident that the rural church needs 
as much as any other service, men of well trained minds and willing 
spirit. ^ 

We need money to carry on our work among- the New Americans 
more and more. The Baptists are seeking- to meet their obligation 
and are. carrying- on more work than any other denomination in the 
Christian Americanization of the New Americans within our Com- 
monwealth. It is significant and gratifying- that the young people 
from the homes of the Protestant New Americans are more and more 
becoming members of young people’s groups, church schools and the 
American church. The ultimate future of each mission ought to be 
and naturally will be, a Baptist church without a national name at- 
tached. Young- American, whatever his forebears may have been 
IS 100 pGr CGnt. AmGrican and dGmands that hG bG rGcosTiizGd as 
such. 

To meet our obligations we need our full operating- budget. Three 
courses remain open to' us in reg-ard to our finances : first, is raising 
our church quotas in undesignated money; second, reducing- our work 
—closing our missions or withdrawing- aid from the churches or the 
third, going into debt. 

For about a year a committee, appointed by your Board, with the 
permission of the National Finance Committee, has been making- a 
quiet canvass from individuals only for the sum of $10,000. to liqui- 
datG thG indGbtGduGss of thG ConvGiition. Throug'h thG g’GUGrositv 
of a few friends about $6,000. has been given and a conditional 
pledge of $1,333.33 has been made by three of the foregoing contri- 
butors if the balance can be secured by individual gifts. This fund 
IS still open for contributions.

Connecticut Baptist”, which is published in the interests of the Con- 
vention, the Board , of Missionary Education and the Educational 
activities of the Convention. It is the official publicity channel 

rough which all the activities and needs of the Convention and 
denomination reaches our constituency. The paper has received 
many words of commendation and has become a necessary part of 
the publicity department. The subscription price is 25^, which 
places it within the reach of every Baptist family. This amount does 
not pay for the expense, the balance is paid out of the promotional 
and operating- budgets of the Convention. Rev. H. B. Sloat is the 
editor. It should be in' every Baptist family in Connecticut. 

National Denominational Periodicals 

publishes the best missionary magazine, en- 
titled, Missions . It has on its subscription list prominent people 
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of all denominations and is recognized as one, if not the b^t publi- 
cation of its kind. Every Baptist should read “Missions”. The price 
is $1.00 per year. “The Baptist” and “The Watchman-Examiner , 
are weekly publications of the denomination. The Baptist is owned 
by the N. B. C. and published in Chicago. “The Watchman- 
Examiner” is private ownership, with denominational vision, pub- 
lished in New York.

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ACT OF INCORPORATION 


Resolution Incorporating the General Convention of the Baptist 
Churches in the State of Connecticut and Vicinity — Passed May, 
1824. 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That Asa Wilcox, Jonathan Goodwin, 
Augustus Bolles, Joseph B. Gilbert, Robert Francis, Elisha Cushman, 
Roswell Burrows, Oliver Wilson, John Turney, Jeremiah Brown, 
Claudius L. Collins, Rufus Babcock, Wm. H. Manning, and Wm. 
Quiner and their associates, be, and they are hereby made and con- 
stituted a body politic and corporate, by the name of the General Con- 
vention of the Baptist Churches of Connecticut and Vicinity, and by 
that name they and their successors shall and may have perpetual suc- 
cession; shall be capable of suing and being sued, plead and being im- 
pleaded, in all suits of what nature soever, may have a common seal, 
and the same alter or change at pleasure ; and may also have, purchase, 
receive, hold, and convey away estate, real, personal, or mixed, the 
annual income of which shall not exceed three thousand dollars. Pro- 
vided that said income, whatever may be the amount thereof, be an- 
nually expended and appropriated to the purposes designated in said 
petition. 

Said Convention may from time to time, elect a president and such 
other officers and agents as they may find necessary or convenient; 
may make By-Laws respecting the number, qualification, and duties 
of their officers and members, prescribe the mode of election, and ad- 
mission of members, the time, place, and manner of holding their 
meetings; the number necessary to form a quorum, and all other By- 
Laws and regulations the said Convention may deem necessary for the 
government and due regulation of its concerns, to promote and secure 
the essential objects of said Convention as expressed in their Consti- 
tution, not repugnant to the laws of this State or the United States. 

The first meeting of said Convention shall be holden at the Baptist 
Meeting House in the city of Middletown, in the county of Middlesex, 
on the second Wednesday of June, A. D. 1824, at nine o’clock in the 
forenoon. 

This act of incorporation, or any part thereof, may be altered, 
amended or appealed, at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

Resolved by tbis Assembly: — That said corporation be hereafter 
called and known by the name of “The Connecticut Baptist Conven- 
tion.” 
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Resolve in Alteration, Passed June 15, 1899 

Resolved by this Assembly; — That the corporation known by the 
name of The Connecticut Baptist Convention, duly incorporated by the 
General Assembly of this state, May session, 1824, may hereafter 
have, purchase, receive, hold, and convey estate, real, personal, or 
mixed, the annual income of which shall not exceed twenty-five 
thousand dollars. 


Resolved in Alteration, Passed April 2, 1909 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the resolution incorporating’ The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention be and it hereby is amended by add- 
ing at the end thereof the following: “Said Convention may accept 
and hold absolutely or as trustee, such funds as may be given, devised, 
or bequeathed to it, to be held by it in such manner or^way as may 
be directed by the instrument making such gift, devise, or bequest, 
when such funds, or the income therefrom, or reversion thereof shall 
be for the benefit of said Convention or individuals or churches affili- 
ated therewith.” 
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CONSTITUTION OF CONVENTION 


AETICLE I. NAME 

The name of this body shall be THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST 
CONVENTION. 

ARTICLE II. OBJECT 

The object of this Convention shall be to promote the preaching 
of the Gospel and the organization and maintenance of Baptist 
churches and church schools in the State of Connecticut; and to act 
as the agent of the Baptist churches and people of Connecticut in 
advancing the kingdom of God throughout the world, and particular- 
ly in promoting the missionary, educational, and philanthropic inter- 
ests of the Northern Baptist Convention. 

ARTICLE III. MEMBERSHIP 

Section 1. This Convention shall consist of delegates from the 
Baptist Churches of Connecticut of the same faith and order as the 
present associated Baptist Churches, each such church which has con- 
tributed to the funds of the Convention during the year last preced- 
ing the annual meeting of the Convention being entitled to repre- 
sentation by its pastor and one delegate for each hundred and each 
fraction of a hundred resident members and for each church school 
connected with it; provided, however, that no church shall be per- 
mitted to send more than five delegates besides its pastor. 

Sec. 2. All members of the general denominational boards and 
officers of the Northern Baptist Convention living within the state; 
officers of this Convention and members of its Board of Managers; 
officers of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut; and 
officers of the Connecticut Baptist Education Society shall be ex- 
officio delegates to the meetings of this Convention, and entitled to 
all the privileges usually accorded to such delegates. 

ARTICLE IV. OFFICERS 

Section 1. The officers of the Convention shall be a President, a 
First Vice-President, a Second Vice-President, a Treasurer, who may 
be either a person or a fiduciary institution, and a Recording Secre- 
tary, who shall be the General Secretary of the Board of Managers. 

Sec. 2. The officers, excepting the Treasurer and the Recording 
Secretary shall be elected by ballot at the annual meeting, and shall 
serve from the close of the annual meeting at which they are elected 
until the close of the next annual meeting, or until their successors 
have been elected. The Treasurer shall be elected by the Board of 
Managers. 
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Sec. 3. In event of a vacancy from any cause in the office of 
President, the First Vice-President shall serve as President. If the 
office of First Vice-President also is vacant, the Second Vice-Presi- 
dent shall perform the duties of President. Should vacancies occur 
in all these offices simultaneously, the Board of Managers shall elect 
a President to serve until the next regular election of officers. Re- 
moval of an officer from the state shall automatically create a 
vacancy. 

Sec. 4. The duties of the officers shall be such as by common 
practice pertain to their respective offices. 

ARTICLE V. BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. There shall be a Board of Managers consisting of the 
President, the First Vice-President, and the Second Vice-President 
of the Convention and forty-five (45) elective members chosen by 
ballot at the annual meeting of the Convention for the term of three 
years, and so constituted that the terms of fifteen of its elective mem- 
bers shall expire each year. The Treasurer, when a person, shall be 
ex-officio a member of the Board. 

Sec. 2. The adoption of this Constitution shall elect to the Board 
of Managers for a term of one year those trustees who have one year 
to serve under the former Constitution and for a term of two years 
those trustees who have two years to serve under the former Con- 
stitution ; and in addition to these the Convention at the annual meet- 
ing at which this Constitution is adopted shall elect fifteen members 
for a term of three years. When the Board has been thus constituted, 
fifteen members, not including such as may be chosen to fill vacancies 
occurring 'from other causes than the expiration of terms, shall be 
elected at each annual meeting for the term of three years. 

Sec. 3. Membership on the Board of Managers shall be divided 
as nearly equally as practicable between pastors, laymen, and women. 
The president, the state home director and the state foreign secretary 
of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut shall be ex- 
officio members. 

Sec. 4. The Board of Managers shall be vested with all the privi- 
leges and authority of the Convention when it is not in session. 

Sec. 5. The duties of the Board of Managers shall be defined by 
by-laws adopted by the Convention. 

ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS 

This Constitution may be altered or amended by a two-thirds vote 
of all the delegates present at any annual meeting, after one year’s 
previous notice. 
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BY-LAWS OF THE CONVENTION 

ARTICLE 1. MEETINGS OF THE CONVENTION 

Section 1. The annual meeting of the Convention shall begin on ^ 
Tuesday preceding the third Wednesday in October, at 10 a. m. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings of the Convention may be called by the 
President at the direction of the Board of Managers. 

Sec. 3. Fifty (50) delegates shall constitute a quorum, but any 
number shall have power to adjourn a meeting. 

Sec. 4. The order of business for the first session of the annual 
meeting shall include the following: 


Call to Order. 

Reading of the Scriptures. 
Prayer. 

Address by President. 

Report of Program Committee. 
Report of Board of Managers. 
Report of Finance Committee. 
Report of Treasurer. 

Election of Convention Officers. 
Annual Sermon. 


Sec. 5. The sessions of the annual meeting shall be under the 
control of the Program Committee, which shall have the power to 
make all arrangements for speakers for the Convention, except the 
preacher of the annual sermon, and to apportion the time to the 
speakers as the different departments of the work may require, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Convention at the first session. 

Sec. 6. No objects except those provided for by the Constitution 
and By-Laws shall be presented at the annual meeting, unless by the 
unanimous consent of the Convention. 

Sec. 7. The proceedings of the meetings of the Convention shall 
be regulated by the ordinary rules governing deliberative assemblies. 

Sec. 8. The fiscal year of the Convention shall begin the first day 
of May. 

ARTICLE 11. COMMITTEES OF THE CONVENTION 
AND THEIR DUTIES 

Section 1. The following committees shall be appointed each year, 
to report at the meeting then in progress : 

A. A committee on the place of the next meeting and the preacher 
of the next annual sermon, consisting of three memb^s.' 

B. A committee on resolutions, consisting of 
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Section 2. The following standing committees shall be appointed 
each year to report at the next annual meeting: 

A. A committee on the nomination of Convention officers and 
members of the Board of Managers, consisting of one member from 
each association, nominated by the delegates of the respective asso- 
ciations in attendance at the Convention. 

B. A committee on the program of the next meeting, consisting 
of five or more members, including the president of the Convention, 
the president of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut, 
the general secretary and the pastor of the entertaining church. 

C. A committee on enrollment of the next meeting, consisting of 
three members. 

D. An obituary committee, consisting of three members. 

Section 3. Such other committees as may be found necessary may 
be appointed. 

Section 4. All committees, unless otherwise ordered, shall be ap- 
pointed by the President. 

AETICLE III. COMMITTEE ON MINISTERIAL STANDING 

Section 1. There shall be a committee on ministerial standing, 
consisting of six members appointed for three years, and so consti- 
tuted that the terms of two of its members shall expire yearly. 

Sec. 2. The adoption of this Constitution shall appoint to the com- 
mittee, those named in the last Connecticut Baptist Annual, whose 
terms have not expired, to fulfill the period for which they were ap- 
pointed, and the President of the Convention, at the adoption of this 
Constitution, and each year thereafter, shall appoint two members to 
serve for the term of three years. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Ministerial 
Standing to act in advisory capacity to church councils in the ordina- 
tion of candidates to the Christian ministry; to assist as may be pos- 
sible candidates ordained before their educational preparation for the 
ministry was finished in pursuing a proper course of study to fit them- 
selves for their work as pastors, preferably the course of study 
recommended by the denomination; and to keep a record of the stand- 
ing of Baptist ministers in the state and supervise the ministerial list 
published yearly in the Connecticut Baptist Annual. 

ARTICLE IV. DELEGATES TO THE CONNECTICUT 
FEDERATION OF CHURCHES 

The President shall each year appoint the number of delegates re- 
quired to represent the Convention on the Council of the Connecti- 
cut Federation of Churches. 
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BY-LAWS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

ARTICLE L MEETINGS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The Board of Managers shall hold three meetings dur- 
ing the year, as follows: One before the adjournment of the annual 
meeting of the Convention; one on a date in April, determined by 
itself; and one on the day preceding the next annual meeting of the 
Convention. 

Sec, 2. Special meetings may be called by the President at any 
time, and shall be called by him upon the request in writing of five 
members of the Board. 

Sec. 3, Absence of a member from two successive meetings of the 
Board, unless excuse is offered to the President, shall be considered 
as creating a vacancy. Removal of any member from the state shall 
automatically create a vacancy. All vacancies shall be filled at the 
next meeting of the Convention, 

Sec. 4. The President shall preside at the meetings of the Board. 
In his absence, the First Vice-President shall preside. In the absence 
of the President and the First Vice-President, the Second Vice-Presi- 
dent shall preside. In the absence of the three, the Recording Secre- 
tary shall call the meeting to order and the Board shall proceed to 
choose a President pro tern. Fifteen (15) members shall constitute 
a quorum. 

Sec. 5. The Board shall keep an accurate and complete record of 
all its proceedings. 

Sec. 6. The travelling expenses of the members to all meetings of 
the Board, excepting those held at the time of the annual meeting of 
the Convention, shall be paid by the Convention. 

ARTICLE II. DUTIES OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The Board of Managers shall transact all business of 
the Convention when it is not in session and have supervision through 
the General Secretary of all the work of the Convention. 

Sec. 2. The Board shall provide means for raising the money 
needed for the work of the Convention and the cooperating national 
societies, disposing of the same according to the provisions of the 
Charter and Constitution, 

Sec. 3. The Board shall annually prepare a budget embracing the 
estimated expenses of all the departments of the Convention for the 
ensuing year and the apportionment of the cooperating national 
societies and submit it to the churches as early in the Convention year 
as possible, as the unified budget. 
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Sec. 4. The Board shall effect an agreement with the Board of 
Missionary Cooperation whereby the cooperating national societies 
shall bear their part of the expense of promoting their interests in 
Connecticut, according to the recommendations of the Report of the 
Committee on Future Denominational Program adopted by the North- 
ern Baptist Convention. 

Sec. 5. Likewise the Board shall effect an agreement with the 
American Baptist Publication Society whereby this society shall share 
with the Convention on an equitable basis the expense of promoting 
in Connecticut the work of religious education. 

Sec. 6. The Board shall effect an agreement with the American 
Baptist Home Mission Society whereby this society shall share with 
the Cbnvention on an equitable basis the expense of home missionary 
work in Connecticut. 

Sec. 7. The Board shall make all appropriations toward the aid 
of churches and the payment of salaries of missionaries and other 
workers in accordance with the rules included in these By-Laws. 

Sec. 8. The Board shall appoint such agents as may be needed 
properly to conduct the work of the Convention, including a General 
Secretary, an Associate Secretary, a Secretary of Religious Education, 
a Collector of Missionary Funds, who may be one of the Secretaries, 
and a Treasurer, who may be either a person or a fiduciary institution 
of approved standing. 

Sec. 9. The Board shall each year appoint an Auditor who shall 
carefully audit the accounts of all financial agents of the Convention. 
The Auditor shall be a certified public accountant, or firm of account- 
ants, of recognized standing. 

Sec. 10. The Board shall have power to fix the salaries of all per- 
sons employed by it. 

Sec. 11. The Board shall require bond of all its financial agents. 

Sec. 12. The Board at its first meeting shall appoint from its mem- 
bership the following committees which shall be charged with definite 
responsibilities in the work of the Convention: 

A. Committee of Missionary Cooperation, consisting as far as 
practicable of one member from each association. 

B. Finance Committee, consisting of five members, including the 
President, who shall be chairman. 

C. Committee on Religious Education, consisting of seven mem- 
bers. 

D. Publicity Committee, consisting of five members. 

E. Committee on Work Among New Americans, consisting of five 
members. 

F. Committee on Aided Churches, consisting as far as practicable 
of one member from each association. 
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G. Committee on Evangelism, consisting as far as practicable of 
one member from each association. 

H. Executive Committee, consisting of fifteen members, including 
the President, who shall be chairman, the First Vice-President, the 
Second Vice-President, and the chairmen of the standing committees 
of the Board of Managers named above. 

Sec. 13. The Board of Managers may appoint from its member- 
ship or from the Convention such other committees as may be neces- 
sary to the successful conduct of the work. 

Sec. 14. The Board shall make a full report of its transactions- 
at least annually to the Convention. 

ARTICLE III. DUTIES OF THE COMMITTEES OF 
THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. Committee of Missionary Cooperation. 

(a) The Committee of Missionary Cooperation shall be the 
medium through which the Convention shall cooperate with the Board 
of Missionary Cooperation of the Northern Baptist Convention. 

(b) Under the direction of the General Secretary, the Committee 
of Missionary Cooperation shall each year conduct the campaign to 
raise the unified missionary budget of the Convention and cooperating 
national societies. 

(c) The chairman of the committee, who shall be elected by the 
Board of Managers, shall be the representative of the Convention on 
the Board of Missionary Cooperation. 

(d) The committee shall make a report of its work at the annual 
meeting of the Convention. 

Section 2. Finance Committee. 

(a) The Finance Committee shall direct the Treasurer in the 
handling of all the Convention Funds and in the investing of trust 
funds, subject to the approval of the Board of Managers. 

(b) The chairman or vice-chairman of the committee shall 
countersign all orders drawn on the Treasurer by the Recording 
Secretary of the Board of Managers at the authorization of the 
Board of Managers or its Executive Committee. 

(c) The Finance Committee shall not permit any of the funds 
of the Convention to be loaned to any officer, legal advisor, or mem- 
ber of the Board of Managers, or to any corporation or business en- 
terprise in which any of them is personally interested. 

(d) The Finance Committee shall not permit the use of the Per- 
manent Funds belonging to the Convention, except as authorized by 
the Board of Managers. 
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(e) The Finance Committee shall require all the financial agents 
of the Convention to make their annual reports covering the same 
period of time. 

(f) It shall be the duty of the committee to prepare each year a 
missionary budget to be submitted by the Board of Managers, when 
approved by it, to the churches. The committee shall receive from the 
General Secretary an estimate of the amount of money needed by the 
Convention for the ensuing year and from the Board of Missionary 
Cooperation the apportionment of the cooperating national societies 
falling to the churches of Connecticut, and on the basis of such in- 
formation make up the unified budget to be approved by the Board of 
Managers, with or without changes, and submitted to the churches. 

(g) The committee shall make a report of its transactions at the 
annual meeting of the Convention. 

Section 3. The Committee on Religious Education. 

(a) The Committee on Religious Education shall promote the 
work of religious education in its different phases, including church 
school and Young People’s activities. Teacher Training, Daily Vaca- 
tion Bible Schools, and all other lines of instruction and study includ- 
ed in a comprehensive and balanced program of religious education 
for the local church. 

(b) The committee shall maintain close cooperation with the 
American Baptist Publication Society and the General Board of 
Education of the Northern Baptist Convention, in order to partici- 
pate in the development of the denomination’s plans of religious 
education. 

(c) The committee shall approve all religious education programs 
before they may be promoted in the state in the name of the Con- 
vention. 

(d) The committee shall report to the Convention at the annual 
meeting, through the Secretary of Religious Education, or its chair- 
man. 

Section 4. The Publicity Committee. 

(a) The Publicity Committee shall have charge of the publication 
of The Connecticut Baptist. It shall appoint a Business Manager and 
cooperate with him in circulating the paper. It shall present the in- 
terests of the paper to the Convention at its meetings and devise 
means of increasing its subscription list. 

(b) The committee shall cooperate with the secretaries, as oppor- 
tunity permits, in the distribution of such literature as will best ac- 
quaint the churches with the needs and achievements of the Conven- 
tion and the denomination. 
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Section 5. The Committee on Work Among New Americans. 

(a) The Committee on Work Among New Americans shall have 
charge of the work conducted by the Convention among New Ameri- 
cans, cooperating with the General Secretary and his associates, as 
they may direct, in promoting the interests of this department. 

(b) The committee shall report to the Convention through the 
General Secreary or his associates. 

Section 6. The Committee on Aided Churches. 

(a) The Committee on Aided Churches shall have charge of the 
work of the Convention in aided churches, cooperating with the Gen- 
eral Secretary and his associates, as they may direct, in promoting the 
interests of this department. 

(b) The committee shall report to the Convention through the 
General Secretary or his associates. 

Section 7. The Committee on Evangelism. 

(a) The Committee on Evangelism shall serve as the medium 
through whicn the Convention shall cooperate with the churches in 
promoting the interests of evangelism in the state. It shall seek 
particularly to lead the churches aided by the Convention out into 
evangelistic endeavor. 

(b) The committee shall report to the Convention at the annual 
meeting. 

Section 8. The Executive Committee. 

(a) The Executive Committee shall meet four times during the 
year, in the months of October, January, April, and July, on dates to 
be fixed by itself. 

(b) It shall hold special meetings whenever necessary, at the call 
of the President. 

(c) The committee shall act on all matters of business arising 
during the interim between meetings of the Board of Managers ; pass 
on all applications for aid from churches not acted on by the Board; 
provided, however, that no contract or agreement made by the com- 
mittee shall remain in force beyond the time of the next meeting of 
the. Board of Managers, unless approved by it; except in such cases 
as have been referred to the committee for final action. 

(d) The committee shall make a full report of all its transactions 
to the Board of Managers at its next meeting. 

Section 9. The duties of such other committees as shall be ap- 
pointed by the Board of Managers shall be defined by the Board. 

Section 10. Necessary expenses incurred by the members of the 
committees of the Board of Managers in the discharge of their duties 
shall be paid by the Convention. 
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Section 11. The committees of the Board of Managers as early in 
the Convention year as possible shall submit to the Finance Com- 
mittee through the General Secretary a careful estimate of the money 
needed during the year for the successful conduct of the work in their 
respective departments, to be included in the budget for the Conven- 
tion work. 

Section 12. All standing committees of the Board of Managers 
shall provide for the keeping of an accurate record of their trans- 
actions in permanent form, and shall make reports to the Board when- 
ever it is necessary. 

ARTICLE IV. DUTIES OF THE OFFICERS OF THE 
BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The General Secretary. 

(a) The General Secretary shall have supervision of the entire 
work of the Convention, under the direction of the Board of Managers 
and its Executive Committee, including the raising of the money 
needed for the work of the Convention and the cooperating national 
societies. 

(b) He and his associates shall visit, advise, and encourage the 
churches, particularly those aided by the Convention, as opportunity 
may occur, and seek to lead them into participation in the missionary 
work of the denomination. 

(c) He may not pledge pecuniary aid to churches or missionaries, 
except as authorized by the Board of Managers or its Executive Com- 
mittee : provided, however, that with the consent of the Finance Com- 
mittee he may in emergencies expend not more than one hundred 
($100) dollars in any one month for supply preachers for needy 
pastorles's churches, or for evangelistic or missionary services in such 
churches. 

(d) He shall attend all the meetings of the Board of Managers 
and its Executive Committee, to counsel and advise as he can con- 
cerning the work of the Convention, but shall not have the power to 
vote. 

(e) He shall himself, or through his associates, direct the activities 
of all the committees of the Board of Managers. 

(f) He shall each year submit to the Finance Committee a care- 
ful estimate of the amount of money needed to carry on the work of 
the Convention, to be included in the unified missionary budget. 

(g) He shall serve as Recording Secretary of the Convention, the 
Board of Managers, and the Executive Committee, and shall have 
charge of the printing of the Connecticut Baptist Annual. 

Section 2. Associate Secretary. 

(a) The Associate Secretary shall cooperate with the General 
Secretary, as he and the Board of Managers may direct, in the work 
of the Convention": 
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Section 3. Secretary of Religious Education. 

(a) The Secretary of Religious Education, under the direction of 
the General Secretary and the Board of Managers through its Com- 
mittee on Religious Education,, shall have special charge of the work 
of religious education. 

(b) He shall make a report annually to the Convention. 

Section 4. Treasurer. 

(a) The Treasurer shall be the custodian of the funds of the Con- 
vention, both invested and current, receiving and disbursing, or in- 
vesting the same as directed by the Finance Committee. 

(b) The Treasurer shall make payments out of the treasury on 
written order from the Secretary of the Board of Managers counter- 
signed by the chairman of the Finance Committee. 

(c) The Treasurer shall keep separate accounts of the various 
funds of the Convention, and report and account to the Convention 
annually and each quarter if directed by the Finance Committee. 

(d) The Treasurer shall give corporate bond to the Convention 
in such sum as the Finance Committee, with the approval of the Board 
of Managers, may require. 

Section 5. Auditor. 

The Auditor shall audit the accounts of all financial agents of the 
Convention annually at the end of the fiscal year and make report to 
the Convention through the Finance Committee, or quarterly if the 
committee shall require. 

Section 6. Collector of Missionary Funds. 

(a) The Collector of Missionary Funds shall receive all current 
contributions of churches and individuals to the Convention and 
cooperating national societies and turn same over to the Treasurer 
as directed by the Finance Committee. 

(b) The Collector shall give corporate bonds to the Convention 
in such sum as the Finance Committee, with the approval of the Board 
of Managers, may require. 

Section 7. The duties of such other agents as may be appointed 
by the Board of Managers shall be defined by the Board. 

ARTICLE V. RULES TO GOVERN APPROPRIATIONS 

1. All churches assisted by the Convention shall make their quar- 
terly reports to the Board through the General Secretary. All ap- 
propriations to churches shall be made quarterly, and no applications 
for aid will be considered until the report of the church has been re- 
ceived. Quarterly reports must be sent in during the first weeks in 
October, January, April and July. 

2. Except as hereinafter stated, appropriations will be made to 
churches only when such churches have settled pastors, and when they 
shall have made, within the year preceding, contributions for at least 
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three objects of benevolence, including the work of the Connecticut 
Baptist Convention, and when they shall have satisfied the Board 
that their methods of raising funds are systematic, and best adapted 
for securing the largest possible revenues from their local con- 
stituencies. 

3. No appropriations shall be made to any church, when in the 
judgment of the Executive Committee the pastor or the church is not 
considered worthy of such aid. It is therefore required that any 
church, without a pastor, applying for aid, shall confer with the 
General Secretary, or the Executive Committee, before the choice and 
settlement of a pastor. 

4. No appropriation shall be recommended or be made toward 
the erection of any house of worship until the approval of the plan 
by the Executive Committee shall have been secured ; and in all cases 
where such appropriations amount to $500 or more, the church or 
society so aided shall execute to the Convention a deed of trust of the 
property, which shall be held by the Convention until such time as 
the Board of Managers shall deem it expedient to reconvey the 
property. 

ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS 

These By-Laws, except such as refer to the duties of the Treasurer 
and of the Finance Committee, may be changed or additions made 
thereto at any me'eting of the Convention by a majority vote. Such 
of the By-Laws as refer to the duties of the Treasurer and of the 
Finance Committee, excepting By-Laws of the Board of Managers, 
Article III, Section 2, Paragraph (f), shall be of equal binding force 
with the provisions of the Constitution, and can be changed only by a 
two-thirds 'vote of all the members present at the annual meeting of 
the Convention, after one year’s notice. 

LEGACIES AND ANNUITIES 

In all legal documents the name of the organization should appear 
as The Connecticut Baptist Convention. The General Secretary of 
the Convention will be glad to talk with or advise any person desirous 
of making a bequest for the direct uses of the Convention or for the 
Convention to hold in trust for the purposes of any particular object. 
Gifts of money ultimately for the benefit of the Convention will be 
gladly accepted and interest according to the established annuity 
rates will be paid to the donor during life. This plan has the advan- 
tage of yielding an exceptionally large rate of interest to the donor 
for life and assures the Convention of the entire amount of money 
desired to be given at the death of the donor without deduction by 
the settlement of the estate.

Mystic, Conn., October 12-13, 1926. 

The One Hundred Third Annual Meeting of The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention was held in the meeting- 
house of the Union Baptist Church, Mystic, October 12, 
13, 1926, Dr. David A. Pitt, President, presiding. 

At 9 :45 a.m., Tuesday, October 12, the meeting 
opened with a praise service led by Rev. George R. 
Atha, Groton, who acted as chorister throughout the 
sessions and Mrs. Elbert E. Gates, Hartford, was pianist 
for the Convention sessions. The new Baptist hymnal 
was used in all the sessions by courtesy of the American 
Baptist Publication Society. 

Rev. Charles H. Heimsath, Bridgeport, led in the open- 
ing prayer. 

Rev. L. J. Shepler, chairman of the Program Com- 
mittee presented the printed program. Voted: That the 
program be adopted subject to any necessary changes. 

Rev. L. J. Shepler, pastor of the Union Baptist Church, 
extended the greetings of the church to the delegates. 
The gracious welcome included the meeting-house, the 
homes of the people and the community at large. Al- 
though pastor of the church but two weeks he evidently 
had gained a complete understanding of the spirit of his 
people, for all the expectation the generous hospitality 
and warm welcome his words aroused were realized 
in the continued courtesies and kindness of the church 
people. 

President Pitt said in response ; “Brother Shepler and 
members of the Mystic Union Baptist Church : In behalf 
of the Convention it gives me pleasure to accept your

THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 

Fellow-Baptists of Connecticut, at no time since the inauguration 
of the New World Movement was the outlook brighter for our de- 
nomination than it is today. Some timid souls thought that our con- 
vention in Washington last May would result in a split denomination. 
Instead it unified the vast majority of our people as we have not 
been in the last eight years. It looks now as if most of our churches 
were on the main track and prepared to steam ahead full speed. 

What is true of the denomination as a whole is peculiarly true 
of Connecticut. It surely is much to the credit of the pastors and 
the people of our state that we have been troubled so little with 
debate and division during these trying years. If every state had 
behaved as well as Connecticut there would have been no contro- 
versy at all. 

Our state convention work has prospered during the year in 
nearly every department. Your officers have tried to faithfully 
discharge their duties which you intrusted to them. We consid- 
er ourselves fortunate in our leaders, both at Headquarters and 
in the field. 

We are glad that we have secretaries who are efficient in their 
own departments and who know how to work with their brethren. 
I have not heard a hint of friction anywhere in our state office 
during the year. Our headquarters are now happily located in the 
Central Baptist Church where we have not only suitable offices but 
ample accomodation for any kind of gathering of committees, 
Boards or our people at large. 
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There have been two phases of our work this year which should 
have more than a passing notice: the first was a growing desire 
among our laymen to build up the worship life of our churches. 
Several meetings of the leaders were held to discuss plans and as» 
a result two or three of the churches last spring made a concerted 
effort to get their laymen into the worship life of the church. We 
are here to testify that it can be done, that you can have more men 
than women at your Sunday services if you will go after them. Let 
no one think for a moment that the laymen had in mind anything 
akin to some ungodly contests between Bible classes. They were 
seeking to surpass themselves rather than their friendly rivals. We 
conunend to the laymen of every church a serious attempt to bring 
all the laymen of our parishes into the worship life of the churches. 

The other new departure of the year was the summer assembly 
at Storrs. Some of us feared to make the venture lest we fail but 
we are glad that there were those with the spirit of Caleb and 
Joshua who knew no such word as failure. The venture was made 
and now we are happy that it was done. There is no question in 
any mind but that the summer assembly has come to stay. 
Every church ought to begin now to plan for a good delegation at 
our summer assembly next year. The safest and surest investment 
in all the world is the investment we make in promising young 
people. Let us all invest more in our young people and thus provide 
for a trained leadership in the churches of tomorrow. 

Turning now to the work of the new year, there are two or three 
phases of our program to which earnest thought should be given. 
We are moving toward a new day in which special campaigns to 
finance our missionary endeavors will be a thing of the past. We 
will never come to that day, however, until we have an informed 
constituency, a membership which is informed regarding our Baptist 
task, in the state, the nation, and throughout the earth. 

Of course those who read our denominational papers and our mis- 
sionary magazine. Missions, are the best informed members of our 
churches. I would like some day to be pastor of a church in which 
every family took at least one denominational paper and read it, also 
our missionary magazine. If I had my way, I would place an item 
in the church budget sufficient to send the Connecticut Baptist to 
every family in our church. 

In addition to these regular channels of information, there are two 
others available this year which should contribute greatly to an in- 
formed membership. The first of these is Dr. Lipphard’s book on 
“The Second Century of Baptist Missions.” 

The suggested mission study topic this year is “Women in the 
Moslem World.” Since, however, we have practically no work 
among the Moslems and since Dr. Lippard’s book is offered as an 
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alternative, I hope every church will use this book to become better 
acquainted with our Baptist work in foreign lands. Pastors, let us 
have a school of missions if possible; if that seems impossible, then 
♦let us present the contents of this book at the mid-week meeting or 
at the Sunday services. 

The other special phase of our New Year’s work is already known 
to all, viz. majoring on evangelism for a period of at least six 
months. Several regional conferences have been planned for Con- 
necticut under the leadership of our New England director of evan- 
gelism, Rev. Arthur B. Strickland. I trust that every church will 
be well represented at these conferences and that we shall begin im- 
mediately to adopt and put in practice whatever seems most feasible 
for each local field. The State Convention meeting .coming at this 
time causes us to be a bit late in starting our program of evangalism. 
There is still ample time, though, for six months or more of effective 
presentation of the claims of Christ on the boys and girls and men 
and women of Connecticut. The committee in charge of this pro- 
gram for the Northern Baptist Convention suggest that the effort 
continue up until March. I suggest that in Connecticut it continue 
until Pentecost, thus giving us at least two months more at the 
latter end. 

As I understand the thought of the committee, it is that this work 
shall be carried on mostly by the Pastor and by the evangelistic 
minority in the local church. I wonder if we representatives of the 
churches in Connecticut would not give hearty approval to the three 
essentials agreed upon by the Oreg’on Conference, — gospel preach- 
ing, intercessory prayer, and personal work. I hope that early in 
1927 we may have a state-wide gathering of our pastors and lay 
leaders ' at which we shall hear reports of what has been accom- 
plished, and what different churches are planning for the period up 
to Pentecost. Whether we do much or little, friends, let us do 
what is done thoroughly. Let us dare to challenge our congrega- 
tions to become Christians on Christ’s terms. And after they have 
accepted Jesus Christ as Saviour and Lord, let us see to it that they 
are trained in the new life, so that they will be growing Christians. 

Thus far we have been thinking of our own particular task. Let 
us for a moment think of a task that belongs to all Christians and 
to all good citizens, viz. the matter of prohibition. This will be 
treated at length later in the program by Rev. Mr. Gilbert. The 
present moment is so important, however, in the crusade for temper- 
ance that frequent reference should be made to this important issue. 
The coming^ elections will reveal the sentiment of the voters prob- 
ably better than any election since the Eighteenth Amendment be- 
came a part of the constitution. 

There are at least two or three things which all our churches can 
do in seeking to hold the ground already gained. First of all we can 
and should obey the laws ourselves. Then every church should seek 
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to be acquainted with the facts in the case. Our people are getting 
altogether too much of the dripping wet side of the issue. Would 
that a book like that of Professor Irving Fisher of Yale, “Prohibi- 
tion at Its Worst” were in the library of every town and church and 
being read in all our homes. 

Moreover, their should be a revival of temperance instruction 
especially in our schools, both public and church schools. For the 
last ten years or more we have placed nearly all our hope in the 
prohibitive method of securing temperance. This we ought to have 
done, but not to have left the other undone. As Christians it is 
well for us to remember that one of the fruits of the spirit is tem- 
perance, temperance in all things. 

This reference to a common task of all Christians leads me to ask 
in conclusion, What is the outlook for our evangelical Christianity 
here in New England? The recent survey of Springfield, Massa- 
chusetts, under the direction of Dr. H. Paul Douglass presents a 
rather dark picture. “It may be said with some color of justifica- 
tion that the survey shows Protestantism in Springfield to be an 
organized religious movement of doubtful success with incoherent 
and inefficient units working with poor command of the facts, and 
deficient in the moral qualities that lie under institutional strength; 
that the churches are illogically related to the city geographically, 
having only one common principle consistently followed, viz. to get 
as far off as possible from the socially undesirable areas. The best 
interpretation which the survey can put upon the situation is that 
Springfield Protestantism has a fighting chance.” 

Protestantism has yet to show its strategy in its united efforts to 
capture the cities for Jesus Christ. The fact, however, that these 
cities are being surveyed is an encouraging sign. I have confidence 
that when the church knows the facts she will adjust her methods 
to these facts. Christianity was not afraid of the cities in the be- 
ginning. The history of the early church is largely associated with 
ten or a dozen cities from Jerusalem to Rome. Certainly our modern 
cities are not any worse than Cornith, Ephesus, Rome. Let us with 
the same venturesome faith and with all the statesmanship which we 
can command, led by the Holy Spirit, lay claim to our cities in the 
name of Jesus Christ. 

Here in Connecticut we are not so much concerned with large 
cities as we are with a changing constituency. What is the out- 
look for evangelical religion in view of the large foreign element in 
our state? Many of us, I fear, are suffering from an alien complex 
from which we need to be delivered. The following course of treat- 
ment I have tried on myself and commend it to any others who may 
be suffering from the alien complex: 

True, the constituency is changing but our cause has been growing 
steadily stronger during this period of change. Dr. Lackey’s figures 
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in his presidential message last year prove that beyond question. 
Moreover, when we think of the changing constituency we are apt 
to be too generous to the past and too critical of the present. It 
was the old New England, not the new, that opposed the Baptist 
movement and did everything she could to stifle it at the start. 

Finally, have the followers of Christ any right to take counsel of 
their fears? Suppose the early church had taken such counsel when 
she encountered the opposition of both Jew and Gentile? Would 
she have heralded the good news across the Roman world as she 
did? Suppose the Reformers had taken counsel of their fears, how 
far would the Protestant Reformation have spread? Suppose that 
our missionaries in the Orient to-day took such counsel, what hope 
would there be for a triumphant Christianity in the Orient? 

Fellow-workers in the church of Christ, we are here not to beat 
a retreat. We are here under command of our great Leader to beat 
a charge that will help rally the followers of Christ in our state to 
win Connecticut, and America and the world for our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

The secretary conveyed the greetings and love of Rev. 
Albert B. Coats, D. D. secretary emeritus of the Con- 
vention. He was absent on account of illness. The 
Board of Managers and the Convention later sent a 
telegram of greeting to Dr. Coats. 

The printed report of the Board of Managers was then 
presented by Secretary Elbert E. Gates.

THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 


The Board of Managers to 

The Connecticut Baptist Convention 

Greetings: — Your Board of Managers respectfully submits its one 
hundred third annual report which covers the Convention year of 
1925-1926. 

Meetings of the Board 

In addition to the regular meetings of the Board and the Execu- 
tive Committee a special meeting of each was held. At one of the 
meetings of the Board a request was received from the Union Bap- 
tist Church, Mystic, the entertaining church of the Convention this 
year, to change the date of meeting, October 19-20, to 12-13. The 
request was granted and we are thus meeting a week earlier than 
the Constitution names. 
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Changes in the Board 

There have been few changes in the personnel of the Board dur- 
ing the year. Rev. Charles A. Decker, pastor of the First Church, 
Bridgeport, and chairman of the Committee on Missionary Cooper- 
ation, a member of the Executive Committee and Connecticut’s 
representative on the Board of Missionary Cooperation of The 
Northern Baptist Convention, died December 31, 1925. Suitable 
resolutions expressive of the appreciation of the Board of the Con- 
vention for the noble character, splendid cooperation and willing- 
ness in service of Mr. Decker, was spread on the minutes of the 
Board and copies sent to the family and to The Connecticut Baptist. 
Mr. Decker was faithful in all the duties connected with the offices 
he accepted in the state work, was wise in his counsel and useful in 
the larger ministry which he rendered to churches in the Fairfield 
Association and in the state at large. Dr. Herbert Judson White 
removed from the state, in February, and thereby created a vacancy 
on the Board and the Executive Committee and in the chairmanship 
of the Committee on Evangelism. Dr. White has served the Con- 
vention in various ways through the seventeen years in which he has 
been pastor in the state. His wisdom, devotion and willing service 
has ever made him a helpful and inspiring member of the Baptist 
fraternity. He was also president of the Connecticut Baptist Edu- 
cation Society, in which he took a great interest. He is now pastor 
of the First Baptist Church, White Plains, New York and is rapidly 
finding a large place in the Kingdom work in the community and 
state. Mrs. Henry Fryer resigned and her resignation was regret- 
fully accepted. 

Leading Features in the Departments 

The Baptist work in the state is divided into separate depart- 
ments under the direction of secretaries. 

(a) State Missions. State missions under the direction of the 
general secretary includes aided churches and work among the New 
Americans. A detailed account of this department will be given 
later in this report. 

(b) Missionary Cooperation. The promotion and financial work 
in connection with the raising of the quota for The Northern Bap- 
tist Convention is under the direction of Secretary H. B. Sloat, as- 
sisted by the Committee of Missionary Cooperation. This depart- 
ment is financed by a separate budget and the secretary is the col- 
lector of missionary funds and the accredited agent of the Board 
of Missionary Cooperation of The Northern Baptist Convention. The 
death of Mr. Decker made a vacancy in the chairmanship of the 
State Board of Missionary Cooperation. This chairmanship, by Con- 
stitutional provision, carries with it the position of being Connecti- 
cut’s representative on the General Board of Missionary Cooper- 
ation. Rev. D. P. Gaines was elected chairman of the Committee 
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to fill out the unexpired term. This department works out the 
suggested quotas for the churches and submits them to the churches 
for approval. The quotas, as suggested, on the basis of membership, 
contributions for a series of years, local conditions as far as can be 
obtained, and the state quota of $166,000. — ^which includes $161,- 
000. for the state quota and $5,000. additional for Suffield School. 
Churches are urged to remit to the collector one-twelfth of their 
quota each month. The promotional activities include regional in- 
stitutes, conferences with individual churches and pastors, public 
addresses on Sundays, other occasions and Associational meetings. 
For a detailed account of the activities and finances of this depart- 
ment see annual report of the secretary of Missionary Cooperation. 

(c) Religious Education. Rev. O. P. Campbell is secretary of 
this department, which is financed by the Convention and the Ameri- 
can Baptist Publication Society upon aproximately a 50-50 basis. 
The Publication Society appropriate $2,400. and the Convention a 
similar amount, — if this is not adequate the Convention finances the 
balance. The A.B.P.S. cooperates in the payment of salary and ex- 
penses of the secretary but pays nothing toward the office expenses. 
In obedience to the vote of the Convention, held in 1925, a Summer 
Assembly was held at Connecticut Agricultural College, Storrs. This 
proved to be a satisfactory beginning of what promises to be a valu- 
able asset to the educational work of the Convention. The faculty 
was carefully selected' and was one of which we were justly proud. 
It included leaders and workers in the denomination, the Publication 
and Foreign Mission Societies and workers in the churches. The 
total registrations were 54 and the cost to the Convention, over and 
above income, was $376.80. The Convention contributes $600. to 
and cooperates in the New England School of Methods, at Ocean 
Park, Maine. Fifty-seven registered in the school this year from 
Connecticut. The majority of these made up two house-parties, one 
occupying our own Connecticut-Coats cottage — under the supervision 
of Mr. Campbell, and the other located in the Mayflower cottage 
rented for the period of the school and supervised by Rev. C. J. 
Armstrong, Danielson. For detailed report of this department see 
report of Secretary O. P. Campbell. 

Connecticut Baptist Education Society 

The Connecticut Baptist Education Society received an appropri- 
ation of $625. during the year from the Convention. This money is 
used in grants for students, male and female, in training for the 
Christian ministry, religious education and other fields of definite 
work. The resignation of Dr. Herbert Judson White created a 
vacancy in the presidency of the Society and Rev. B. N. Timbie, 
Meriden, was elected to fill the unexpired term. See full account 
of finances and the work of the Society in the minutes published 
in the AnnuaL 
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Suffield School 

Suffleld School, Dr. Brownell Gage, headmaster, is the only Bap- 
tist institution of learning in Connecticut. Several years ago your 
Board voted to add a certain sum to the state quota and recommend- 
ed succeeding Boards to take similar action until the sum of $50,000. 
be thus added to the endowment fund of the school. This fund to be 
known as The Connecticut Baptist Convention Endowment Fund of 
Suffield School. During last year the quota set for this fund was 
$5,000. Each month the proper percentage is deducted from the 
benevolent offerings and remitted to the treasurer of the school. 
This action has been ratified by the Convention each year. The 
Board recommends that similar action be taken this year. A Com- 
mittee, appointed by the Board, was asked to review the relationship 
existing between the school and the Baptist denomination. A very 
favorable report of the Committee’s work was made by Dr. John 
Newton Lackey, chairman, and spread on the minutes of the Board. 
The Committee find the school is receiving $3,000. per year from 
the Board of Education of The Northern Baptist Convention, which 
is a recognition of its relationship to the denomination. The 
Trustees expressed their willingness to give favorable consideration 
to elective Bible courses which the Convention may suggest. 

Woman’s Baptist Mission Society 

The Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut, Miss Mary 
L. Howard, president. This Society is the representative of the 
Woman’s American Baptist Foreign Mission Society and the Woman’s 
American Baptist Home Mission Society in the state. The Society 
has a fine organization which has been functioning for a number of 
years. Through the organization promotional and informational 
matters can be presented to all the churches in a brief period. The 
organization includes a carefully selected key-woman in each church, 
four minute talks and round-table conferences. Associational and 
state meetings are used to keep the churches informed of the work 
of this Society and the general work of the denomination. The 
Society is at present engaged in raising Connecticut’s share of the 
Golden Anniversary commemorating the fiftieth anniversary of the 
Woman’s American Baptist Home Mission Society. The larger part 
of this amount is already in hand and the Connecticut women will, 
no doubt, keep up their fine reputation of always going “over the 
top”. The Convention appropriates $200. per year to the operating 
expenses of the Society. For a full report of the officers and work 
of this Society see report of same in this Annual. 

Roger William Memorial 

The Convention contributed $100. to the placing of a pew marked 
“Connecticut” in the Roger William Memorial Church, Washington, 
D. C. This was done in keeping with the action of many of the 
other State Conventions. 
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Connecticut Federation of Churches 

The Convention belongs to the Connecticut Federation of Churches 
and contributes to its support the sum of $300. per year. The Feder- 
ation is interested, among other things, in the religious life of the 
Connecticut Agricultural College students and assisted in the secur- 
ing of money for the erection of the splendid modern community 
house on the campus near the meeting-house. The community house 
is ideal for such gatherings as Summer Assemblies and the Baptists 
of the state used it during its Assembly last July. 

The Convention added $200. to the above appropriation to the 
Federation in order that they might secure teachers to offer Bible 
courses at the college for students. Many students elected these 
courses and the college gave credit on graduation. 

THE AIDED CHURCHES 

There have been some changes in the list of aided churches during 
the year and the Convention has continued, as before, to endeavor 
to minister as far as finances would allow to needy churches. There 
are two ways in which your Board renders such a ministry finan- 
cial aid, such as, interest on mortgages, agreements to pay interest 
on mortgages if the church will reduce the principal of the mortgage 
by an amount equal to the interest of the first year. This has proven 
to be an encouragement to churches to clear off indebtedness of some 
years standing. During the year Montauk Avenue, New London, 
Rev. H. J. Chase, pastor, relieved the Convention from further pay- 
ing interest on its mortgage which the Convention has been paying 
for several years. New Hope Church, Danbury, Rev. J. Edward 
Harris, pastor, raised and paid $1,000. on the principal of its mort- 
gage, thus reducing the amount of interest on the same which the 
Convention is carrying for a term of five years. This little colored 
church has been a model in many ways, of loyalty to the denomin- 
ational program, in gratitude for the help and encouragement it has 
received and a recognition of the obligation which rests upon every 
Christian church. The Convention has been paying for a number 
of years the interest on the mortgages of Olivet, New Haven, West 
Haven and Olivet, Hartford, while the churches are reducing the 
principal of the mortgage. 

The Grand Avenue Church, New Haven, has a mortgage of about 
$7,300. The Convention has been paying the interest on this mort- 
gage for a number of years. This mortgage has been reduced some- 
what during the period. After several years of facing a discourag- 
ing condition and considering the advisability of the church disband- 
ing, after turning over its property to the State Convention, the 
church in July took such action and the Grand Avenue Church build- 
ing may be used as a Christian Center. For the last year or more 
the building has been used to carry on extension work from the 
Davenport House. 
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Torrington Calvary Church. The State Convention aided the Cal- 
vary Church, Torrington, several years ago by endorsing its note for 
the sum of $35,000. at present held by the Chelsea Bank, Norwich. 
In the meantime the principal of the note has been reduced to $33,- 
500. During the last two years the Convention gave out-right to 
the church two sums, totaling about $9,000. to help out in a critical 
situation and save the church from bankruptcy. Following the meet- 
ing of The Northern Baptist Convention in Washington, this year, 
the church committee, prompted by the pastor, by a majority vote 
recommended that the church declare itself a fundamentalist church; 
second, that it designate its missionary money; third, that it declare 
itself unwilling to hold union rneetings except on three stated dates. 
At a business meeting of the church, at which the pastor presided, 
the church voted to table the first recommendation, defeated the 
second and referred the third to a committee already appointed to 
consider such meetings. This resulted in the pastor’s resignation and 
a withdrawal of about 35 members who began holding meetings in 
a rented hall. The newspaper reports indicated that this action on 
the part of the Calvary Church was a declaration that it was a 
modernist church. Nothing is further from the facts. Calvary 
Church is in harmony with the belief and practice of the average 
Baptist church. It simply refused to take action that would affiliate 
it with any group within the denomination. 

The Convention also aids in the payment of pastors’ salaries in the 
following churches: Branford, St. Paul Church, Rev. David Moss, 
pastor. This is one of the new colored churches in the state. The 
Convention ma>;es a small appropriation to aid in the support of the 
pastor. He also receives aid from the Connecticut Education Society 

and is taking special studies in Yale Divinity School. 

« 

Bridgeport, German Church, Rev. Emil Berger, pastor, expended 
about $400. on improvements, pays the interest on its mortgage and 
is doing good work along all lines. The Czecho-Slovakian mission 
carries on its work with the German church as a center. 

Canton Church, Rev. A. H. Carpenter, pastor. He has served the 
church as pastor for five or six years taking an active interest in all 
of its work although he is in business in the city of Hartford during 
the week. 

Colebrook, North and South Churches are under the care of Rev. 
Samuel Johnson, pastor of the Winsted Church. Afternoon services 
are conducted in these churches on alternative Sundays. Repairs 
have been made on the parsonage at North Colebrook. 

Colchester Church. The Convention since the death of Rev. B. D. 
Reming’ton has made an appropriation to the church to enable Mrs. 
Remington to act as church visitor. Students from the Hartford 
Seminary have supplied the pulpit. Mrs. Remington discontinued 
her work this autumn. 
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Danbury, New Hope Church, Rev. J. Edward Harris, pastor, is 
carrying’ on in its usual loyal service under his leadership. 

Mansfield Depot, Dunham Memorial Church, Rev. J. W. Carpenter, 
pastor. This little church, the only one in the community, keeps the 
church open in spite of the small membership and the financial 
burden. 

Eastford and Westford Churches were grouped together under the 
leadership of Rev. Herbert C. Plumb. He resigned to accept the 
call to the East Lyme Church and since that time the churches have 
been without a pastor and his removal automatically cancelled the 
appropriation. 

East Lyme Church. The settling of Rev. Herbert C. Plumb in 
this pastorate necessitated a grant from the State Convention to 
enable the church to keep a resident pastor on the field. This was 
deemed necessary as it is the only Protestant church in the com- 
munity. He has entered enthusiastically into the work and is hope- 
ful that Convention aid will be only temporary. 

Fitchville Church, Rev. J. F. Speerli, pastor, assumed the respon- 
sibility of self-support during the year. This is a step in advance 
as the church has been aided olf and on for a number of years. 

Ledyard Church, followed the arrangement of the preceding year 
and held a church school under the leadership of Mr. Chas. C. 
Zabriskie, Preston City. At a meeting of the church held in July, 
it was voted to discontinue the services and to urge the members 
to attend the Preston City Church or one of the Norwich churches. 
Many of them are living as near these other churches as the Ledyara 
church. 

Montowese Church, Rev. E. M. Whidden, pastor. Mr. Whidden 
became pastor when Rev. Chas. H. Heimsath accepted the call to 
the First Church, Bridgeport. The church called Mr. Whidden ana 
the Ordaining Council was held with the church on July 1. Mr. 
Whidden was ordained to the Christian ministry that evening. His 
father, Chancellor H. P. Whidden, of MacMaster University was 
present and preached the sermon. This church has assumed self- 
support. 

Naugatuck Church. Rev.' Francis C. Lamb has been receiving aid 
for a number of years. With the aid of the Convention they are able 
to continue the services of the pastor. He supplements his salary, 
however, by outside work. 

New London, Montauk Avenue Church, Rev. H. J. Chase, pastor, 
voted to become self-supporting during the year. Mr. Chase has 
resigned and has entered the Eastern Theological Seminary. He con- 
tinues as supply pastor until November. 

Norwich, Mt. Calvary Church became- pastorless with the resigna- 
tion of Rev. G. G. McGee. With that resignation the' grant from the 
Convention was automatically cancelled. This church has settled 
Rev. W. C. Pittman, former pastor at Willimantic, Calvary. 
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Sterling Hill Church, Rev. C. S. Nightingale, pastor, also pastor 
of the church at Moosup. During the year the building has been 
renovated and beautified. The church entertained the Stonington 
Union Association in June. 

Warrenville Church, Rev. Martin Heringer, D.D., pastor. This 
church was served by Dr. A. D. Kendrick for a number of months 
after the resignation of its former pastor. Rev. B. C. Bugbee. It 
called to the pastorate, Mr. Heringer, and the future looks promising 
as he is putting on a program which appeals to the whole community. 

^Vaterhury, Second Church, Rev. Raymond J. Bates, pastor. This 
church renovated its building and had a Rededication Service in 
April, the neighboring pastors and the Convention secretary were 
present and participated. This church cooperated with the other 
evangelical churches of Waterbury, in a city-wide campaign for 
evangelism, conducted by a group of 70 workers. 

West Haven Church, Rev. Bernard D. Adams, pastor. Mr. Adams 
comes from missionary stock — was born on the foreign field and is 
leading the church in up-to-date methods of service. 

Suffield, First Church, located on Zion's Hill, has occasional ser- 
vices. Rev. H. B. Sloat conducted a service there in August. The 
church, through a committee, is planning to erect a memorial tablet 
to be placed on the church building to commemorate the church as 
the first Baptist church in Hartford County, organized in 1769, and 
the services of its first ministers. Rev. Joseph and John Hastings, 
who, together, served as ministers for 42 years. No financial aid 
has been given this church. 

Rockville, First African Church, Rev. Napoleon Hall, pastor, ap- 
plied for aid and the grant was made. This church purchased a 
residence, transformed some of the lower rooms into an auditorium 
and use the second floor as a residence for the pastor. 

Willimantic, Calvary Church received aid from the Convention 
during the part of the year that Rev. W. C. Pitman was the pastor. 
On his resignation the appropriation ceased. This little group also 
purcnased a residence but have been worshipping in a public hall 
during the year. 

Stonington Union Association Missionary. The arrangement be- 
tween the Convention and the Stonington Union Association for the 
employment of an associational missionary. Rev. Frank S. Robbins, 
has obtained during the last year. Mr. Robbins has carried on the 
work at Second North Stonington and Clark’s Falls. The latter work 
is under the auspices of the Laurel Glen Church. Mr. Robbins Is 
engaged in colporteur work and through it has added to the attend- 
ance of the church services and the Sunday school. His work was 
hindered a part of the year by an epidemic of sickness. The Con- 
vention contributes $600. a year toward the salary of the mission- 
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ary and supplies him with a Ford automobile. Mr. Robbins has been 
engaged in this work for five or six years.

Some Weak Churches 

Brooklyn. The general secretary was invited to a special meeting 
of the Brooklyn Church called to consider the advisability of dispos- 
ing of the property to the Convention and disbanding the church. 
The meeting adjourned to enable the terms of the deed of the proper- 
ty and the endowment to be scrutinized and a special meeting, legal- 
ly called, was held later. In the meantime. Rev. Chester J. Arm- 
strong, pastor of the Danielson Church, reopened the church for 
Sunday services at the request of the members. The results were 
so gratifying, that Mr. Armstrong was willing to continue his ser- 
vices. It was considered wise to continue the services for a few 
months and thereby determine whether it will be advisable to try 
to re-open the church permanently. It is noteworthy that these 
afternoon services had an attendance surpassing, in number, either 
of the other churches holding regular services in the town. The 
Convention officials hesitate about closing any Baptist church where 
there is any ray of hope for future growth or service. 

Cromwell Church has sought for several years the proper course 
for it to pursue. The Convention has aided in the pastors’ salaries 
for a number of years. Later, Rev. H. C. Speed, pastor at Middle- 
town, conducted services in the church for a season. At a meeting 
held in the spring, the church voted to turn over the property and 
funds to our Convention, to be held in trust for a period of years — 
during which a revival of Baptist interests would warrant asking 
the return of the funds to carry on the work. The disposal and use 
of the property has been placed in the hands of a committee created 
by the church. If after the period designated no call has been made 
for the funds, the property and funds will become part of the per- 
manent funds of the Convention, to be known as the First Baptist 
Church, Cromwell, Fund. The church will be open for occasional 
services. The general secretary conducted a service there Septem- 
ber 19. 

Tariff ville. The Tariffville Church has ceased to function for a 
number of years. W. H. Pease, clerk, has been busy in recent 
months clearing up the title of the church property in order that it 
may be signed over to the Convention., 

Chesterfield. The property of the defunct Chesterfield Church 
was put on the market and sold by Rev. C. H. Howe, appointed by 
the Court for this purpose, and the whole matter of the disposal of 
the property which the Convention had in that township was satis- 
factorily settled. The proceeds totaled upwards of $3,000. and are 
held in trust by the Convention, the income from it to be used in 
its work. 
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East Cornwall Church is still in existence although it has no regu- 
lar services. Once a year the church is opened and a service held 
in memory of Dr. Wm. G. Fennell, a native of East Cornwall and 
son of that church. He for years, through his useful ministry, went 
back once a year to his old home church and held a religious service. 
It became a Red Letter Day in the community. Former residents 
and friends from Hartford, and elsewhere, journeyed back to wor- 
ship in the old church. After the death of Dr. Fennell these meet- 
ings were discontinued. Last year the Hartford Association voted to 
annually observe the last Sunday in August, as “Fennell Day” in the 
East Cornwall Church. A large congregation assembled and a fine 
program of music and an address by a local Congregational pastor 
was carried out. 

New American Work 

The work among the New Americans has been carried on during 
the year under the direction of the general secretary, assisted by the 
Committee on New Americans, and in cooperation with the American 
Baptist Home Mission Society. This work includes five churches, 
eight missions and one Christian Center. 

Davenport House of Christian Service, New Haven, R. A. Samp- 
son, director, is the only Baptist Christian Center located in Con- 
necticut. During the year the Center has carried on extension work 
in the Grand Avenue section of the city, using the Grand Avenue 
meeting-house as a center of activities. Owing to the fact that the 
New Haven Community Chest has decided to discontinue, at the 
close of this calendar year, its appropriation to this work, the matter 
of adjusting the work to the changed financial condition has been a 
matter of careful consideration by your Committee on New Ameri- 
cans, the New Haven Baptist Union, the American Baptist Home 
Mission Society and the Woman’s Baptist Home Mission Society, who 
have been cooperating in this service. Davenport House and the 
adjoining Italian church building were placed on the market and an 
offer of purchase was made. The sale was not consummated because 
of the failure of the proposed purchaser to meet the conditions. If 
the property had been sold it was proposed to move the Center to 
the Grand Avenue church and secure a fitting place of worship for 
the Italian group. A committee of the Board is working in cooper- 
ation with the New Haven Baptist Union in seeking to readjust the 
whole situation and place it upon a more serviceable basis. The 
Convention and the Home Mission Society have been cooperating 
equally in the appropriation of $3,000. a year for this work. It is 
under the supervision of the New Haven Baptist Union. 

First Italian Church, New Haven, Rev. J. E. Parrella, pastor, is 
carrying on its work. The uncertainty of its location has somewhat 
hindered in the work of the pastor and his fellow members but they 
have worked on with the hope that final adjustment would be con- 
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ductive to better service and more rapid growth of the church in its 
ministry and membership. 

Meriden, Italian Church, Eev. D. Scalera, pastor, has made some 
changes during the year. Pastor A. Pasciuta resigned in the spring. 
Before his resignation the church called a council to consider the 
advisability of the mission becoming a Baptist church. Members of 
the mission agreed to pay oif the mortgage indebtedness if the Con- 
vention would transfer the title of the property to them as a church. 
This was done with the provision that should the organization cease 
to function as a Baptist church, the property would revert to the 
State Convention. The mortgage was paid and the property trans- 
ferred and the church organized as the First Italian Baptist Church 
of Meriden. This church is aided by the Meriden, First and Main 
Street Churches, the Home Mission Society and the State Conven- 
tion. It looks forward in the near future to being a self-supporting 
church. 

Ansonia Italian Mission, Rev. S. LoPresti, missionary, continues 
its activities. It participated in a Daily Vacation Church School with 
the First Church. This school was one of the best held in the state 
during the year. The mission is aided by the First Church, Ansonia, 
the Home Mission Society and the Convention. Another member of 
the mission is preparing himself for missionary work. 

Bridgeport Italian Mission, Rev. Biagio Isgro, missionary, con- 
tinues to hold its services in the Second Church, Bridgeport, Rev. 
R. D. Trick, pastor. The missionary is assisted by Miss Cynthia 
Moore who, for several years, has been doing missionary work in 
that city. The Convention and the Home Mission Society contribute 
to the support of the mission which will be supervised by the Bridge- 
port Baptist Union. 

Hartford Italian Mission, Rev. A. Roca, missionary, carries on its 
work in the Village Street Mission. This mission is aided by the 
Hartford Baptist Union, the Home Mission Society and the State 
Convention. 

The Norwich Italian Mission, Rev. Valentino Panizzoli, mission- 
ary, continued its work until August 31, when because of the migra- 
tion of practically all of the members of the mission to other places 
— due to the industrial conditions in Norwich, forced the closing of 
the mission. Mr. Panizzoli has rendered a good service during the 
time that he has served in this mission. The mission was supported 
by the Central Baptist Church, and the mission itself, in coopera- 
tion with the Home Mission Society and the State Convention. 

Waterbury Italian Mission, Rev. A. Ventura, missionary, conducts 
public worship in the First Church, Waterbury, Rev. D. P. Gaines, 
pastor. This is a flourishing mission doing good work. This mission 
encourages its young people to attend the church school of the 
mother church to which all its members belong. 
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Czecho-Slovak. The Convention, cooperating with the Home Mis- 
sion society, has aided two Czecho-Slovakian missions at Bridgeport 
and Torrington under the leadership of Rev. George Georgoff, mis- 
sionary. These missions, as is becoming more and more the custom 
of all our missions, have contributed liberally to the denominational 
missionary enterprises. The withdrawal of the group from Calvary 
Church, Torrington, has interfered materially with the life and work 
of the Torrington mission. Temporarily the work has had to be dis- 
continued, as far as the missionary’s work is concerned. It is hope- 
ful that it may resume its normal course in the near future. Up to 
the middle of July it held its services in Calvary Baptist Church. 
Mr. Georgoff continues his studies at the International Seminary, 
New Jersey. 

Hungarians. Our work among the Hungarians is carried on in 
three centers: the Bridgeport, Hungarian Church, Rev. Ladislaus 
Revesz, pastor; Wallingford, Hungarian Church, Rev. Stephen 
Balogh, pastor and the South Norwalk Mission, Rev. Alexander 
Kinda, missionary. During the year they united and held a series 
of evangelistic meetings in each community. Rev. N. Dulitz, former- 
ly pastor at Wallingford, was the evangelist. The meetings were 
enthusiastically supported by the Hungarians and resulted in bap- 
tisms at each center. Rev. Alexander Kinda carried on extension 
work in Darien. 

Russians. The Russian Evangelical Baptist Church, Rev. John 
Daviduk, pastor, has three preaching stations: Hartford, where it is 
housed in its own building, purchased with the aid of friends and 
the Convention a year or two ago and improved and beautified by 
the Russians themselves; Waterbury, housed in the basement of a 
proposed building which the church hopes to complete in due time; 
Ansonia, housed in the lecture room of the First Baptist Church. 
This church entertained the General Association of the Russian 
Churches, including United States and Canada, in Hartford, in the 
autumn. Rev. John Daviduk is president of the General Association 
and is also editor of the Russian religious paper “The Sower of 
Truth”. This paper has a large circulation among the Russians in 
America and Europe.

Evangelism 

The Convention has ever given a large place in the program of its 
service to evangelism. For years an Evangelistic Committee has 
been active in suggesting programs and plans of work and helping 
to carry out programs and plans in local churches wherever desired. 
During the last two years this committee has been one of the regular 
committees of the Board of Managers, with Rev. P. F. Wolfenden, 
as chairman, last year. The committee can only serve the local 
church when invited. The question of method is a local church 
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matter and has always been so considered.* No effort has been made 
to compel any church to conform to any method or to emphasize 
evangelism at any particular time. During’ the year various forms of 
evangelistic work have been carried on in different churches. The 
visitation method has been used in several centers with good success. 
This method is growing in favor. The Waterbury churches cooper- 
ated in a city-wide evangelism campaig-n. The number of workers 
were 70, including many students from colleges and universities of 
New England. A theatre was rented for mass meetings at noon and 
evening and factory street meetings were held each day. The results 
were very gratifying. The Board appropriates a sum to be used by 
the Evangelist Committee to carry on its work. Reports at the Asso- 
ciations indicate a large number of accessions by baptism during the 
year. 

The general secretary and his associates are anxious to serve the 
churches in any way in their power, limited only by time and oppor- 
tunity. They solicit invitations from churches, church schools, 
young people’s groups, finance and missionary committees to give 
addresses on the work in which they are interested, counsel as to 
methods, program and service of any kind in which their aid or ad- 
vice would be helpful. They will be glad to assist in carrying out 
a program for “Church Day” with any church in the Convention. 
They are willing to assist pastors in putting on an eight days’ evan- 
gelistic campaign, including two Sundays and the week between, and 
in any other way whereby they can be helpful to the church. 

FINANCES 

The Connecticut Baptist Convention is one of the affiliated soci- 
eties of The Northern Baptist Convention and cooperates in carry- 
ing out the missionary, educational, evangelistic and financial pro- 
gram of Northern Baptists. The Convention, through its Committee 
of Missionary Cooperation, and Secretary H. B. Sloat, is the pro- 
motional agency for all denominational activities and the authorized 
collecting agency for all missionary and benevolent monies raised in 
the state for denominational purposes. 

The Convention’s operating budget is made up from two sources. 
One, the income from its permanent funds. It should be carefully 
noted, when scrutinizing the list of permanent funds held by the 
Convention, that many of these funds are held in trust only, the 
income of them going to individual churches named by the donor. 
These funds are held and invested by the Convention at no cost to 
the beneficiaries. The other source is the Convention’s percentage 
of the quota of $166,000. — Connecticut’s share in the total quota 
of the N. B. C. Our budget therefore depends mostly on the manner 
in which the churches meet their quotas. The Convention receives 
a percentage of the undesignated dollar. Designations go in full to 
the society or object named by the giver. It is an obligation on the 
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part of our churches, if they desire or expect the Convention to 
carry on its work without indebtedness, to strive to raise the quota 
in full. The ideal way is for each church to raise 1/12 of its quota 
and remit to the collector in Hartford 1/12 each month; This would 
save thousands and thousands of dollars interest on loans, 

Connecticut has a mission field of great importance. More and 
more it is becoming evident that the rural church must be sustained 
and, in many cases, the Convention must aid in the support of the 
pastor. Thirty of our churches are the only Protestant church, and 
many of them the only religious organization, in the community in 
which they stand. The great responsibility of the delivery of the 
Christian message rests upon the Baptists in these communities. A 
man of vision and a spirit to follow up that vision will find a large 
field in the rural church. The rural church ought to be the center 
of the community life. To function properly it needs a community 
program and it may supervise and control not only the religious 
activities but the social, recreational, educational and civic activities. 
It is becoming more and more evident that the rural church needs, 
as much as any other service, men of well trained minds and willing 
spirit. 

We need money to carry on our work among the New Americans 
more and more. The Baptists are seeking to meet their obligation 
and are carrying on more work than any other denomination in the 
Christian Americanization of the New Americans within our Com- 
monwealth. It is significant and gratifying that the young people 
from the homes of the Protestant New Americans are more and more 
becoming members of young people’s groups, church schools and the 
American church. The ultimate future of each mission ought to be, 
and naturally will be, a Baptist church without a national name at- 
tached. Young American, whatever his forebears may have been, 
is 100 per cent. American and demands that he be recognized as 
such. 

To meet our obligations we need our full operating budget. Three 
courses remain open to' us in regard to our finances: first, is raising 
our church quotas in undesignated money; second, reducing our work 
— closing our missions or withdrawing aid from the churches or the 
third, going into debt. 

For about a year a committee, appointed by your Board, with the 
permission of the National Finance Committee, has been making a 
quiet canvass from individuals only for the sum of $10,000. to liqui- 
date the indebtedness of the Convention. Through the generosity 
of a few friends about $6,000. has been given and a conditional 
pledge of $1,333.33 has been made by three of the foregoing contri- 
butors if the balance can be secured by individual gifts. This fund 
is still open for contributions. 

For full account of the receipts, distribution and permanent and 
trust funds see the treasurer’s report. 
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Bequests and Annuities 

The Board wishes to call attention to the Baptists in our constitu- 
ency to the fact that The Connecticut Baptist Convention is author- 
ized by law to receive and to hold bequests. People interested in 
the bringing of Connecticut to Christ can carry on their services 
when their day’s work is done by including The Connecticut Baptist 
Convention in their wills. Friends intending to make a bequest to 
the Convention but needing the income from the fund as long as they 
live will be wise to investigate the Annuity Contract which the State 
Convention offers. The donor invests the amount in a contract which 
carries with it an income at the rate of the donor’s age, plus ten, 
as long as he lives. See inside cover of the Annual. 

The Connecticut Baptist 

The Board wish to call attention again to the State Paper “The 
Connecticut Baptist”, which is published in the interests of the Con- 
vention, the Board of Missionary Education and the Educational 
activities of the Convention. It is the official publicity channel 
through which all the activities and needs of the Convention and 
denomination reaches our constituency. The paper has received 
many words of commendation and has become a necessary part of 
the publicity department. The subscription price is 2 ^ 4 , which 
places it within the reach of every Baptist family. This amount does 
not pay for the expense, the balance is paid out of the promotional 
and operating budgets of the Convention. Eev. H. B. Sloat is the 
editor. It should be in every Baptist family in Connecticut. 

National Denominational Periodicals 

Our denomination publishes the best missionary magazine, en- 
titled, “Missions”. It has on its subscription list prominent people 
of all denominations and is recognized as one, if not the best publi- 
cation of its kind. Every Baptist should read “Missions”. The price 
is $1.00 per year. “The Baptist” and “The Watchman-Examiner”, 
are weekly publications of the denomination. “The Baptist” is owned 
by the N. B. C. and published in Chicago. “The Watchman- 
Examiner” is private ownership, with denominational vision, pub- 
lished in New York. 

“Carry On” 

Our review of the year leads us to be grateful for the opportunity 
of being “workers together with God” for the evangelizing of our 
state and, through prayer, gift and personal service to send the good 
news to “the uttermost parts of the earth”. We turn to the future 
hopeful that all of our constituency will recognize that our day is a 
brief one — it is passing quickly and if we are to do our part we must 
emulate the Spirit of our Master and “work the works of Him that 
sent me while the day lasts”. We can render a just and a commend- 
able service if we can receive for our work from each church “ac- 
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cording to its ability” and serve our constituency by rendering “to 
each cause according to its need”. If we are to have Victory 
Through Our Lord Jesus Christ”, which was the chosen motto for 
the denomination for 1926, we must together attack our task in the 
Christ-like spirit of cooperation, consecration and sacrifice. He has 
the right to state and question: “I gave my life for Thee, what hast 
thou given for Me?”

Report of 

COMMITTEE OF MISSIONARY 
COOPERATION 


The second year of our modified cooperative program closed on 
April 30, 1926. Our churches made advances in three directions. 
(1) We exceeded our state quota by several thousand dollars, but of 
the total amount raised approximately $32,600. was for specifics. (2) 
The number of churches raising or exceeding their quotas ^increased 
nearly 300 per cent. (3) A number of churches have adopted a 
more regular remittance plan in some cases sending their money to 
the State Office monthly. This is as it should be and our ideal is 
every church remitting every month one-twelfth of its quota to the 
State Office. 

Field Activities 

During the year your Secretary of Missionary Cooperation has 
spoken in 71 churches throughout the state in the interest of the 
united program. 

Conferences 

Very early in the last fiscal year three Set-Up Meetings were held 
as follows: in Norwich First Church, May 26, for Ashford, New 
London and Stonington Union Associations; in Hartford Asylum 
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Avenue Church, May 27, for Hartford Association and in New 
Haven First Church, May 28, for New Haven and Fairfield Associa- 
tions. The purpose of these meetings was to discuss our denomina- 
tional program with a view to co-ordinating, as far as possible, our 
activities in evangelism, missions and religious education, in a sug- 
gested plan for the local church. The State Office was assisted by 
Rev. J. M. Moore, D.D., Brooklyn; Rev. York A. King, Boston; Rev. 

W. E. Chalmers, D.D., Philadelphia; Rev. Edward C. Kunkle, D.D., 

New York; Rev. Manford W. Schuh, Hartford; Miss Elsie Kappen, 

New York; Miss Mary L. Noble, Buffalo and Miss Jennie M. Reed, 

Waterbury. 

During November, 1925, four Every Member Plan Conferences 
were held in the state, as follows; Norwich, Central; Hartford, 

Y.M.C.A. ; South Norwalk and New Haven, Calvary. In these con- 
ferences the state office force was assisted by Dr. E. C. Kunkle, 
director of promotion for the Metropolitan Area and Rev. R. D. 

Williamson of the Department of Stewardship. 

Mass Meetings 

Two Mass Meetings were held in the state, one in Hartford, Cen- 
tral, November 13, and the other in New Haven, Calvary, November 
18. The attendance at both meetings exceeded 2000. Most of our , 

churches throughout the state were represented at these meetings. 

Dr. J. W. Brougher, then of Los Angeles, was the speaker at each 
meeting, delivering his famous lecture “Play Ball”. Our people en- 
joyed “the game”. Dr. Brougher’s message proved a stimulus to 
our work. 

Mid-Year Association 

As a result of a conference with the leaders of the Fairfield Asso- 
ciation, a mid-year session of that Association was held in the First 
Church, Stamford, January 19. The purpose of this session was to 
give more careful consideration to the salient features of the united 
program. Under the wise leadership of the pastor. Rev. J. C. 

Hendrickaton, a program was planned that did this thing, emphasizing 
particularly evangelism. It is hoped that mid-year sessions will be 
held in all our Associations for information, inspiration and fellow- 
ship. A meeting somewhat similar to the above was held for the 
Ashford Association in the First Church, Willimantic, on Novem- 
ber 2, 1925. , 

Laymen Active 

The Council held three meetings during the year, two in Hartford 
and one in New Haven. Mr. Ray L. Hudson, Philadelphia and Dr. ^ 

W. H. Bowler, New York, sat in with the Council bringing informa- 
tion and inspiration from the laymen’s angle. Under the leadership 
of Mr. A. L. Mulloy, of Waterbury, president of the State Laymen’s 
Council, the laymen attempted two things the past year. (1) To 
complete a men’s organization consisting of an associational 
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counsellor, with a key-man in each church. (2) To increase the at- 
tendance of boys and men at the regular services of the church. 
Progress was made along both these lines. 

Literature 

Through the usual channels literature, in the form of pamphlets, 
reading and study books, finds its way to our churches. In addition, 
the Board of Missionary Cooperation has adopted the plan of putting 
out one standard piece of literature, each year, free of charge, which 
is a master piece in its line. Last year it was “The Book of a 
Thousand Facts”. Connecticut’s quota was distributed among the 
churches. This book was published in response to the demand 
“give us facts”. “There is nothing so eloquent as a fact”. 

Denominational Press 

The Baptist, Missions, The Connecticut Baptist and The Watch- 
man-Examiner constitute the “Big Four”. The subscription lists to 
all could be very much larger. As we see this matter, securing sub- 
scriptions for these papers is a local church proposition. A reading 
church makes an intelligent church. An intelligent church makes a 
generous church. Such a church is a mighty influence under the 
leadership of a wise pastor. 

Visualizing Our Work 

Mark Sullivan says that Edward Bok knows that a picture is worth 
a page of text. Some of our pastors are beginning to realize this 
truth. Last year 38 of our churches used 88 stereopticon lectures. 
We have at the depository in Hartford 42 lectures and hymn sets. 
Great care has been used in making the slides. They are beautifully 
colored. These lectures are for the use of our churches. No rental 
is charged. Only parcel postage and insurance is the expense in- 
volved. A new catalog of lectures is forwarded to every pastor each 
year. Any lecture not in our depository may be secured in either 
New York or Boston. 

Special Offerings 

Last year there were seven special offerings, three of which went 
into the distributable receipts. As far as reported to the State Office

It should be stated that The Lone Star Fund was raised by a special 
committee whose chairman was Dr. J. N. Lackey.

Report of the 

DEPARTMENT OF RELIGIOUS 
EDUCATION 


The Convention recognizes that the Christian education of our 
children and young people is fundamental to the future of the 
churches. The year 1925-1926 marks several encouraging advances 
of great promise to our future work. 

Office and Field Activities 

The office work consisted of an ever increasing volume of corre- 
spondence, personal interviews, writing for the papers, distributing 
literature, and the usual mass of detail work in building programs, 
such as conferences, training schools and summer assemblies. The 
field work was devoted to conferences, addresses, preaching and 
teaching. The secretary made 112 church visitations, participated 
in 113 conferences with planning committees, teachers and leaders 
in the local churches and the general denominational and inter- 
denominational work, delivered 40 sermons and 55 addresses in 
churches and conventions, held six evangelistic services and taught 
42 classes. By vote of the State Committee, the services of the 
secretary were loaned to the Board of Education for a series of 
missionary conferences covering the state of Pennsylvania. This 
service was amply repaid in the contributions the several general 
societies made to the faculty of our Summer Assembly. Other out- 
of-state meetings were the Eastern and Central States Directors Con- 
ference in Columbus, Ohio, The Northern Baptist Convention in 
Washington, D. C. and the New England Baptist Conference at 
Ocean Park, Maine. 

Official Relations 

The religious education secretary is a joint appointee of the State 
Convention and The American Baptist Publication Society. In 
counsel with the Religious Education Committee of the State Board 
of Managers and various special Committees, it is his duty to plan 
and promote a constructive program of religious education for all 
the churches and report results to the State Convention and The 
American Baptist Publication Society. 

Our Aim 

Our aim is to strengthen, develop, correlate and unify local 
church organizations and plans to the end that each church may be 
assisted in building an adequate program with competent leader- 
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ship. We have set for our department the continuous task of seek- 
ing improvement in the local churches along the following lines; 
organization, building and equipment, stewardship and finance, 
missions, teaching, leadership, recreation and fellowship, service, 
worship and evangelism. To this end the department solicits the 
most helpful cooperation among the churches in the promotion of 
vacation and week-day schools, childrens work, young people’s or- 
ganizations and leadership training through classes, community 
schools and summer assemblies. Through The Christian Life Pro- 
gram and The Church School Improvement Plan we are relating our 
work to the general societies of The Northern Baptist Convention. 

Vacation and Week-Day Schools 

We held 17 Baptist Vacation Schools and cooperated in 10 Com- 
munity Schools. This is an increase of one community and two 
Baptist schools over last year. There was an average attendance 
of 994 in the Baptist schools and 636 in the community schools. 
There was a total of 330 teachers in those schools, 61 paid and 269 
volunteers. We cooperated with the State Council of Religious 
Education in a three day institute for training the workers. The 
total cost of the Baptist schools was $1,801.59 or $1.81 per pupil. 
The total cost of the community schools was $1,395.77 or $2.19 per 
pupil. Last year the Convention and the Publication Society spent 
$742.25 aiding the schools. This year we used only $392.77 for this 
purpose and limited it to missions and churches anxious to have 
schools but not able to entirely finance them. The reports show 
that we have raised the efficiency of work done, reduced the finan- 
cial assistance by nearly half and the total cost per pupil in our 
Baptist schools from $2.06 to $1.81. 

Children’s Work 

The department greatly needs the service of a competent woman 
as childrens work director. Until such a person can be secured it 
is the duty of the secretary to promote this work through the 
several agencies in the churches serving the children. During the 
year conferences and classes in the churches and summer assemblies 
have been provided for the teachers and officers working with vari- 
ous children’s groups. A few of our churches are successfully in- 
augurating the plan of co-ordinating the various children’s programs 
with the Sunday school and church services on Sunday. The Junior 
Church, Jewels, Heralds and Crusaders, linked up with the Sunday 
school departments, are given a service of worship, followed by 
graded story telling, including missionary instruction during the 
hour of preaching, followed, by the Sunday school when held after 
preaching and preceded by the Sunday school where it precedes the 
preaching service. The Junior Christian Life Program works well 
in this way. Much progress is being made in graded worship and 
curriculum for the children. 
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Young People’s Work 

Connecticut is falling in line with the general tendency in re- 
ligious education to unify the organized agencies for young people’s 
work. The churches are appointing committees or departmental 
councils to make programs, determine what meetings and activities 
are needed, and use whatever is useful of the fragmentary organ- 
izations of the old order for carrying out the bigger and better pro- 
gram of the church. During the year there has been a decided 
increase of interest in The Christian Life Program and a larger 
use of the denominational helps for young people’s societies, or- 
ganized classes and missionary organizations. 

The State Young People’s Council, appointed at the Convention 
last year, has held four meetings and the suggestions growing out 
of these meetings have been very helpful to the secretary and Ee- 
ligious Education Committee in formulating policies and programs. 
The Council is endeavoring to secure a larger field of usefulness by 
having associational committees appointed through whom they can 
rally the young people in conferences, present the denominational 
work, get acquainted and have a helpful fellowship. 


Church School Improvement 

The Church School Improvement Plan has been most favorably 
received in the churches. Last year only seven schools enrolled in the 
old Bigger and Better Church School Program but the first year of 
our Church School Improvement Plan 30 schools have enrolled by 
making a survey of their work for the year and sending the infor- 
mation info headquarters. This will greatly facilitate our work with 
these schools in the future. 

We had hoped to rate all these schools in this report according 
to the improvement each made over its previous year’s record, but 
the records of last year are so incomplete that we cannot make such 
a rating. We can certainly do this next year as the records of this 
year are now on file in the State Office. In addition to rating by 
improvement we are able to make a general rating of efficiency by 
the use of the one thousand points scheme to be used with the 
Chart. Some very interesting revelations are made by applying 
this efficiency test to the reports sent in this year from 30 schools.

It is not possible, in this report, to analyze the situation indicated 
in each of these points but we must call attention to a few interest- 
ing discoveries in these surveys. 

It is perfectly clear that the church school is our greatest field 
of evangelism. In 24 churches there were 303 baptisms and 288, 
or 95% of them were church school pupils. There are, however, 
more then 1,000 over nine years of age still in these schools who 
are not Christians. These tog’ether with the thousands of non- 
church goers in the families represented in the schools and thus fur- 
nishing a door of approach to them for evangelistic effort, indicate 
the greatest challenge of our department for the year ahead. 

Another telling fact is that the three churches rating highest in the 
survey have had full time salaried young people’s workers for the 
past few years. They all testify that it not only pays in spiritual 
results, and multiplication of the number of people reached but it 
has added to the church much more than it has cost in money. 
Hartford, Blue Hills, Norwich, First and Ansonia, first show what 
can be done with meager equipment without salaried directors but 
where the pastor acts as director and is alive to the value of this 
part of his program. 

Again it is pleasing to note that missionary education rates among 
the highest interests of these 30 churches. Only one church re- 
ported nothing on this point and practically all of them reported 
the use of g’raded stories in the schools, also the several children’s, 
young people’s and women’s societies. Several reported Schools of 
Missions and Study Courses. 

There has been an increased interest in the Study of Stewardship 
among the young people partly due to the Stewardship Essay Con- 
test under the direction of the Board of Missionary Cooperation. 
Our young’ people are interested in the Biblical plan of systematic 
giving, but they are even more concerned about the great emphasis 
we are now giving the stewardship of life. During the year there 
were many group discussions on the subject resulting in the produc- 
tion of many good essays. Gavin Pitt, age ten, of Norwich, brought 
the honors to Connecticut by winning one of the $25.00 essay prizes. 
Miss Florence Moffitt, of Hartford, was cited for special mention in 
this contest. 

We hope to have many more of our churches enrolling with us 
this year and giving us a chance of passing on to them the plans 
and the helpful stimulus of a common fellowship with their sister 
churches in the work. 
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Leadership Training 

Training Schools and Classes. We have held Standard Training 
Schools in Norwich and Hartford, resulting in 151 units of credit. 
The churches of these two cities have also reported several local 
church training classes receiving standard credit. There ought to 
he much more of this done in view of the fact that the teaching 
efficiency of our schools is rated as one of the lowest percentages 
on our Chart. We have cooperated fully with the State Council of 
Religious Education in the promotion of Community Training Schools 
and very successful schools were held in all the principal centers of 
the state. 

Ocean Park enrolled 1,014 this year with 57 from Connecticut. 
The secretary and his wife acted as chaperons to a house-party of 
32 at the Coats-Connecticut cottage. Another party of young men 
was provided a house with Rev. C. J. Armstrong, of Danielson, in 
charge. Mrs. Elizabeth H. Wright our devoted matron for many 
years at the Coats-Connecticut cottage was there all summer and 
kept the house open to people who wanted a comfortable and con- 
venient home for vacation. The Ocean Park program was up to 
the usual standard. There were 60 courses with 40 of the best in- 
structors the country affords. At the close of the school 112 
diplomas were awarded and a total of 619 awards made. The 
churches of Maine and Massachusetts are getting great strength of 
leadership from Ocean Park and Connecticut ought to have a much 
larger delegation there. 

Connecticut Baptist Assembly. One year ago the Convention 
authorized us to organize a Summer Assembly for 1926. The task 
was turhed over to the Committee on Religious Education and the 
Assembly was held July 7-18 at the Connecticut Agricultural College 
in Storrs. Rev. David A. Pitt, D.D. was chosen president and Rev. 
O. P. Campbell, dean. Miss Bernice Peabody, registrar and Mrs. 
Horace B. Sloat, girls’ counselor. The faculty was composed of the 
following well-known leaders: Rev. Milton G. Evans, D.D., Rev. Geo. 
A. Huntley, M.D., Rev. Edward C. Kunkle, D.D., Rev. Seldon L. 
Roberts, Miss A. Edith Meyers, Miss Priscilla H. Fowle, Ph.D., 
Miss Jennie M. Reed, Mrs. Elizabeth M. Finn, Rev. O. P. Campbell, 
Rev. Howard B. Jefferson, Mr. Albert P. Briggs and Mrs. Elbert E. 
Gates. The following pastors and faculty members did the preach- 
ing which helped to create a spiritual atmosphere the equal of any 
conference in the country: Revs. Chas. H. Heimsath, John W. Brush, 
Edwin E. Sundt, George A. Huntley, M.D., George R. Atha, D. P. 
Gaines, Manford W. Schuh, J. C. Hendrickson, Ellis Gilbert and 
Milton G. Evans, D.D. 

There was a full time attendance of 55 pupils and 12 on the 
faculty. The credit awards numbered 48 and on Life Work Night 
37 consecrated the whole of life in every calling to the Service of 
Christ. Three of these decided for definite Christian vocations. 
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The aspiration of others were raised resulting- in decisions to re- 
main in school for further preparation. 

The educational and spiritual results of the Assembly were most 
gratifying and it was a success beyond the hopes of our most opto- 
mistic leaders. Many churches are prepiaring for larger attendance 
next year by putting something in their budgets to assist worthy 
young leaders. 

The faculty all enjoyed themselves so much they nearly all gave 
their services free. The net cost of the Assembly to the Convention 
was $376.80. This promises to be one of the most valuable adven- 
tures the Convention has made. 

Interdenominational Relations 

The secretary has given liberally of his time to the interchurch 
agencies during the year. We have been in constant counsel with 
the State Committees of the Christian Endeavor Union, the Connecti- 
cut Federation of Churches, the Y. M. C. A. and the Council of Re- 
ligious Education. We have given assistance in Christian Endeavor 
conferences and conventions and met frequently with the State Com- 
mittees. We cooperated with the Connecticut Federation of Churches 
in planning the Bible courses and securing the teachers of same for 
the students at the Connecticut Agricultural College. More than 60 
students elected these courses this first year. We have participated 
in the State and County Older Boys’ Conferences under the Y. M. 
C. A. We have assisted in many programs and conferences held by 
the State Council of Religious Education. 

Some Prospects 

We are gradually bringing to light valuable leadership among the 
youth of the church and all our programs and efforts for the future 
promise better results. The summer conferences and state rallies 
are getting us acquainted with each other and we are beginning to 
feel a real Baptist fellowship in our work. We are getting back of 
organization and program making to the real facts about the re- 
ligious life of youth. Our theme for the coming year is that of The 
Church School Improvement Plan applied to all of our work; “In- 
creasing our Spiritual Power”. To this great end we are urging 
the churches to give special attention to the improvement of pro- 
grams and conditions of worship, raise the standard of teaching, 
bring all active members of church organizations to assume some 
definite responsibilities in the way of Christian Service, and through 
prayer and every possible preparation plan a continuous program 
of evangelism through the church school and young people’s groups. 
We urge each church to select a band of personal soul winners and 
train them for their task under the pastor or some other competent 
person. Let us pastors, parents, teachers and young people claim 
this year the Pentecostal promise of Acts 1:8. “Ye shall receive 
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power after that the Holy Spirit is come upon you: and ye shall be 
witnesses unto Me both in Jerusalm, and in all Judea, and in 
Samaria, and unto the uttermost part of the earth.”

The Finance Committee reported through its vice-chair- 
man, Henry H. Dickinson. This report paid high tribute 
to the faithful and efficient services of the treasurer, 
Chas. Edw. Prior, and urged the delegates to give spec- 
ial attention to the report of the treasurer which was to 
follow, especially to the fact that about one-half of the 
permanent funds were held in trust for churches and in- 
dividuals and that none of the income of such funds was 
available for the use of the Convention.

After singing a hymn President Pitt read the scripture 
lesson from John 20 :19 — 31, and after prayer the Annu- 
al Sermon was preached by Rev. R. W. Ferguson, of 
Rockville, who took for his text John 20:21 and used 
for a topic “Knowing Our Work”. 
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CONVENTION SERMON 

I used to know a dear old brother minister who always wanted 
to say the kindly thing. 

When he could not truly commend a sermon, he would say to the 
preacher, “Well, Brother, you had a good text today”. 

And so, whatever you may think of my sermon today, I have at 
least chosen a good text. And though you should forget what I 
shall say and yet remember it, your presence, I feel, will not have 
been in vain. 

It is found in the twentieth chapter of John’s Gospel, verse 21, — 
“As my Father hath sent me, even so I send you.” 

In my opinion, no words of the Lord Jesus, not even excepting the 
“Great Commission” are of greater, or graver importance to his 
church and people, than these, spoken to the disciples after his re- 
surrection. And they demand and deserve our deepest and most 
earnest consideration and concern. 

The first and most necessary thing in all of life is to know our 
work. What can be our accomplishments and results if we do not 
know what we are to do? This is the primary condition of all at- 
tainment and success. 

I go to a bright, eager-faced young fellow and I say, “What are 
you going to do when you go out in life”? If he says, “I don’t 
know”, as so often they do, then I tremble for the future of that 
young man. For the awfullest and most ghastly tragedy of exist- 
ence, that I can think of, is to come to the end and know that our 
possibilities have been unused, the tremendous powers of our being 
all a loss, and we a failure because we didn’t know our work. 

But if I go to a fellow and say, “What are you going to do when 
you go out in life”? and he looks up with shining eyes and says, 
“I’m going to be a doctor, — a lawyer, — a farmer, — a preacher”, 
or some one definite thing, then I smile down responsively in his 
face and say, “Good, Boy, you’ll succeed. For you know what you 
are going to do.” 

We are recogmizing this in our vocational schools. We are not 
now pouring all our boys and girls in the one educational mould 
and attempting to turn out a standardized product. But in institu- 
tions with a hundred variations of trades and occupations, we are 
giving the young life a chance to find his own peculiar work and 
place. And so successful would this be, that sociologists say that if 
all of earth’s people were at the occupations for which they are best 
adapted, the present world’s production would be attained with but 
four hours work a day, instead of the eight, or ten as at present. 

I grant however, that it is hard in our versatile land just to find 
the young fellow’s place. A father, anxious concerning his four 
year old son, placed him in a room with an apple, a dollar and a 
Bible. He said to himself, “Now I will leave him alone for a half- 
hour. Then if I find him playing with the apple. I’ll make him a 
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farmer, with the dollar, I’ll make him a banker, with the Bible, I’ll 
make him a preacher.” 

When he went in, he found the boy had eaten the apple, put the 
dollar in his pocket and had the Bible clasped in his arms. 

At first the father was non-plused, and then a happy thought 
struck him. ‘T’ll make him a politician”, he said, “for he grabs 
everything in sight.” 

And so it is sometimes hard to know what is to be our work, and 
yet very important. The boy thinks and the father thinks. It is a 
serious matter. For there are farmers that ought to be preachers, 
and there are preachers that ought to be farmers. There are law- 
yers that ought to be doctors and doctors that ought to be lawyers. 
So easy to make a mistake. And the reason of so many of the fail- 
ures and non-successes of life is because we don’t know our work. 

In the first place then, I want to say that Jesus was never for a 
moment in doubt as to his work. See him when but twelve years 
of age, Joseph and his mother brought him with the crowd to a 
great religious gathering at Jerusalem. 

After three days of their return journey, they missed him. In 
anxious search they retraced their steps until they arrived at the 
Temple. Here they found him in the midst of the learned doctors 
of divinity not only asking questions, — for a child can ask questions 
that puzzle the wisest, — but answering them as well. 

And when Mary plucked at his sleeve and in reproach said, “Why 
have you used us thus?”. He said, with the gleam of his great mis- 
sion in his eyes, “Didn’t you know that I must be about my Father’s 
business?” 

He always knew what he was to do. 

What was his work? I think I can condense and say that it was 
two things, — first, to reveal God and, second, to help men. 

First then, as to revealing God. Was it necessary? It seems 
so. From the very beginning, the devil’s work had been to give false 
conceptions and impressions of God. And I must say he had been 
very successful. 

See him with Eve in the Garden of Eden. Here was the happy, 
young bride in the beautiful Garden of God. And to her one day 
Satan appeared in pleasing form. 

We think sometimes that if we met the Evil One on the street we 
would know him. Black and repulsive, we would shrink from him 
in horror — “Away! Away!” 

But that is never his appearance at first. It is always attractive. 
If I were to paint his picture, I would paint an immaculately 
dressed and perfectly groomed gentleman, with smiling lips, pleas- 
ing voice and all the graces and politeness of a French dancing- 
master. And so in pleasing form, he appeared to the young bride 
Eve, in her lovely new home in Eden. 

There is no one to whom I love to pay a call so much as to a young 
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bride. Everthing is so bright and new and glad to her. She is in 
love with the new husband, the new home, the new furniture, the 
new life and all the world is friend to her and she to it. 

And so, when the Evil One smiled to her and said “Good morn- 
ing”, she gladly smiled and greeted him in return. 

He looked around. “This is a beautiful place you have here”, 
he said. 

“Oh isn’t it?” she replied. “Wasn’t God good to us to give us 
such a home?” 

“Is it all yours?” he inquired. “Yes, all ours”, she replied. 

He walked over to a tree on which was fruit and pointing to it, 
said, “Is that yours?” 

“Oh,” she replied, “I forgot to say that God told us not to touch 
that fruit, for if we ate of it we should die.” 

And then the devil’s lips curled in a sneer. (Remember this, 
whenever you are tempted to sneer, it is the devil’s smile.) He said, 
“Did God say that? Well he’s a pretty fellow, isn’t he? I really 
did not think he would do such a mean trick on anyone as that. 
God knew that if you ate that fruit, you would be as gods your- 
selves, knowing good and evil. 

“If he had withheld all the other things from you and given you 
that alone, you would have had the very best of all. God was very 
mean to you, I must say”. 

He thus gave her the false impression of God that he was not her 
friend, but rather her enemy and unkind. And under this concep- 
tion, she took of the fruit and ate and so brought sin and death 
and all our woe into the world. 

And so it went on all through the years, a misunderstanding of 
God, even to the time of the disciples when Philip one day rather 
petulantly and impatiently said to Jesus, who had been talking much 
of God as Father, “Show us that he is a Father and that will sulRce 
us. We do not believe it. He is an unfriendly King’J. 

They didn’t know him, so they didn’t love him. Sometimes they 
feared and obeyed through that. But they didn’t love him because 
they didn’t know him. 

And then came Jesus in all his tenderness, sacrifice, kindness and 
love. “See me. Know me. I and God are one. He is Father. See 
me and you see Him. Anything of beauty, love and helpfulness in 
me is but the expression of God. For I and God are one”. 

Well they loved Jesus — who could help but love him! — and from 
knowing and loving him, they learned to know and love God. 

He revealed God. 

Second, as to helping men. Was this necessary? It seems so. 
Did you ever think that before Jesus came into the world, there was 
no helpfulness of man to man, no Golden Rule, no law of love? 
That the highest ideal until he came, was to leave others alone? 

There is a tendency today in some quarters to discredit Jesus and 
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detract from him as the supreme teacher. We hear much of the so- 
called “comparative religions of Buddha and Confucius and their 
kind and many will say that the teachings of our Lord are but on 
the same level as theirs. 

At a Y.M.C.A. forum one Sunday, a religio-philosopher professor 
made the statement that Jesus was not the originator of the Golden 
Rule, — it had been given out by Confucius, the Chinese philosopher 
a thousand years before. Jesus was merely an adaptor and put the 
seal of his approval on it. 

The beauty of a forum is that after a man speaks, you can ask 
questions. Perhaps it would be an excellent thing if all our minis- 
terial sermons were given in forum style. Perhaps we would not be 
so loose in our statements as we sometimes are, but would be more 
careful if we knew somebody was ready to check up on us at a 
question time afterwards. 

So after he had finished, I asked if he would please state the 
Golden Rule of Confucius? He attempted to hedge. But when I 
persisted, he gave it. This is it, — “Do not unto others, what you 
would not have others do unto you.” 

Well, that is not the Golden Rule of Jesus. That was but the 
rule of the priest and levite on the Jericho road, and the difference 
between the Confucian Golden Rule and that of Jesus, is the differ- 
ence between China and the church of Jesus Christ. 

Before Jesus, the highest ideal was to leave alone, while the low- 
est was to enslave, exploit, rejoice in fall, revenge, an eye for an 
eye and a tooth for a tooth, the “survival of the fittest”, so-called. 
Jungle law was in the world until Jesus. 

Those who decry him and his religion are short-sighted fools. All 
we have of helpfulness one to another, mercy, kindness and love are 
from him. That converted African had it right, when to a detractor 
of Jesus and religion, he said, “If it were not for Jesus and his re- 
ligion, I would, be killing and eating you today”. 

What are our free schools? Just Jesus teaching men to Know. 
What are our hospitals? Just Jesus healing. What is the brother- 
hood of men we hear so much of? Just Jesus teaching to say “Our 
Father”. What is the unselfish service, sacrifice and helpfulness we 
see on every hand? Just Jesus going up Calvary’s Hill to ascend the 
Cross and saying, “I lay down my life for the sheep”. 

We even mistake his miracles. They were not to prove his divin- 
ity. Wonders do not cause belief. As Jesus said in the story of the 
rich man in Hell, who asked that one from that place be sent to 
warn his brothers on earth, “Though one rose from the dead, they 
would not believe.” They would find for them, a rational explanation. 

A missionary to India told me that when he first planned to go 
there, he arranged a program to persuade and win the people of 
that land by telling them of the miracles of Jesus. They laughed 
in his face and said their gods had done greater wonders than his. 
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His only restored a blind naan, or something of that kind. Theirs 
had leaped from mountain to mountain, or changed themselves to 
animals, or birds, or snakes. 

He saw then he must change his teaching. And on studying he 
found this, that every miracle of Jesus was done to help somebody. 
He walked the streets and met a man who had never seen the sun, 
or stars, or rivers, or flowers and his sympathy went out to help and 
he healed him. 

So this was his work, to reveal God and to help men. Oh what a 
success! 

Now he has gone back in person to Heaven, but the work remains. 
And he honors us by sending us to it. He wants that no one of us, 
his people, should mistake what he is to do. “As my Father hath 
sent me, even so send I you.” Here is our work. Like him, we are 
to reveal God and we are to help men. 

First then, as to revealing God. Is this necessary now? It seems 

so. Men do not yet know God. There is a growing tendency in 

some quarters today to praise and exalt Jesus, but to defame and de- 
throne and destroy God, or Jehovah of the Old Testament. As a 
German professor said to his class one day, “I will annihilate 
Jehovah”. 

They say he was a tribal God, cruel, petty, partial, vindictive, 
tyranical and of bad morals. And these things are said so often 
that many believe it and have come to say as did one man of whom 
« I heard, “I love Jesus, but I hate God”. 

Now what must we do to reveal him? We must do two things. 

First, believe and know, and then passionately and persistently pro- 

claim and maintain, that which Jesus himself proclaimed and main- 
tained, that he himself was the incarnation of Jehovah God. 

Everywhere and at all times Jesus indentifled himself with the 
Jehovah God of Abraham, Isaac, Jacob and Moses. And the char- 
acter, trustworthiness, goodness even, of Jesus must unalterably 
stand, or fall on that one thing, that, as Paul put it, “God (Jehovah) 
was in Christ, (beautiful, merciful, sacriflcing, kind) reconciling the 
world to himself”. He was God. 

If Jesus was not that, then he was the greatest deceiver and im- 
postor the world has ever known. 

But, as Bishop Fiske, in his flne article in “Harpers”, says, “All 
that Jesus was, God is”. 

We must proclaim that. 

Second, we must then reveal and exalt Jesus by a Christ-like life. 

It is a solemn thing to think that men shall never see, or know 
Jesus except as they shall see, or know him in us. Do we reveal him? 

A mother, putting her little girl to bed one night, was telling her 
of Jesus. Oh, those precious “good-night” hours that every mother 
should prize and use. Lessons can be then instilled to influence a 
life forever and the full results of which shall be only known in 
eternity. 
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Suddenly the child threw one of those pregnant, searching ques- 
tions that a child sometimes will, — questions that amaze, perplex and 
confound. “Mamma”, she said, “Is Jesus like anyone we know”? 
The mother was startled. What should she say? 

What would you say if asked that question? Is Jesus like one- 
one you know? Like your husband? or wife? or friend? or dea- 
cons? or minister even? “Is Jesus like anyone we know”? 

And then a happy thought came to the mother. “Yes, my child, 
wherever you see goodness, gentleness, kindness, helpfulness, sym- 
pathy, love, there is Jesus”. 

I lay this principle down, — we are to be not merely Christians, we 
are to be Jesus (God) himself. And this is a challenge to our work 
and lives. We are to reveal Jesus, — pure, true, clean, straight, 
kind, — his life ours. And that is not a duty, or a task, but a most 
glorious privilege and joy, — to reveal God and Jesus. 

Second, we are to help men. Is this necessary? It would seem so. 
Did you ever think how much people need help? As E. 0. Excell 
used to sing, “This old world is dying for a little bit of love”. 

Craving not so much for material help, but sympathy, kindness, 
love. 

I never realized this so much until one day two men I knew, drove 
into my yard and beckoned for me to come out. 

When I asked them what I could do for them, one of them said, 
“We came to ask you to give us the pledge”. 

I saw they had been drinking and looking them in the eyes, I said, 
“Men is this merely a drunken freak, or is it man to man and God 
overhead, — you want to get clear of the drink”? 

“Oh pastor”, they replied, “We know we’ve been drinking, but 
this is man to man and God overhead, we want to get clear of the 
drink”. 

And I said, “Come in. I’ll do anything in the world to help you”. 

I drew up a pledge. They signed. Then I knelt with them to ask 
God’s blessing upon them and the power of Jesus Christ to help them 
keep it. 

Then as they moved to go, I said, “Now men, tell me how you 
happened to come today to take the pledge”? 

The older one said, “I’ll tell you. I’ve lived in this town twenty- 
one years. I’ve walked the streets, and gone in and out of your 
churches. Everyone knew me as ‘drunken Jim Hodges’, but they 
merely spoke to me and passed by. 

“‘All the time I was hungering for someone to say to me, ‘Jim, 
will you give up the drink?’ I wanted to, but no one seemed to 
care. 

“Today I was down in Harry Ring’s paint shop drinking with him, 
and all at once he said, ‘Jim, this is no kind of business for us. 
We’ve got good wives and growing children, let’s give it up.’ 

“I dashed the bottle on the floor, I threw my arms around his neck 
and I said, ‘Harry, I’m with you. I’ve been hungering for some one 
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to say this to me for years and give me a helping hand, Let’s go up 
to Mr. Ferguson and take the pledge’ and now we’re here . 

• Listen! if he had doubled his fist and struck me in the face, he 
could not have hurt me half so much as by his words. 

Think! Wasn’t it dreadful that a man hungering and thirsting 
for help had been by our sides day by day for twenty-one years and 
no man of us had seemed to care for his soul, or reach out a hand to 

help ! 

Let us remember always that men are needing help. 

Now, how can we help? First, by personal touch and contact. 
This was Jesus way. “He put his hand on”. We can’t save at arms 
length. We ministers preach and love to preach. We stand in our 
pulpits and we vaporize with our fine words, our doubts, our fears, 
our hopes, our theories and our pale and attenuated moralizing, and 
the world of men laugh at us, or despise and leave us to ourselves. 
If we would help and save, we must touch. 

Remember in Harriet Beecher Stowe’s almost inspired book where 
the Vermont maiden lady, Miss Ophelia, became deeply interested 
in the southern slaves. Always she was writing to her cousin, St. 
Clair, there, as to his duty to the “dear” slaves. 

There is a great deal of sentimental gush even today in regard 
to such things. We will hear in our churches and conventions much 
talk of the “dear heathen”, when if one of the “dear heathen” were 
to come to their back door, they would either set the dog on him, 
or call a policeman. He would be considered not an opportunity, 
but a nuisance. 

But, Miss Ophelia went to visit her cousin on his plantation. One 
day he came in and called her. He had a little black girl, dirty, 
with no clothing but a ragged sack, her wool tied in rags, stood up 
like an elf, her back was covered with unhealed wounds from 
numerous beatings. 

“What have you got there?” said Miss Ophelia. 

“Something for you to practice your preaching on”, said St. Clair, 
and taking the negro child by the shoulder, he pushed her toward 
his cousin, saying, “do to your new mistress, Topsy.” 

As she started in all her dirt toward the immaculate New Eng- 
land maiden lady, she sprang backward in loathing and disgust, 
with the extended hands crying, “No, no. Keep away! Keep away! 

Well, in the after days, what was the use of her trying to teach 
Topsy the catechism and about religion? She would gather the 
slave children around her and say, “Law, Miss Feely no sooner 
touch me than she would a toad.” She couldn’t help her. 

But there did come a day, when the real religion that was in 
Miss Ophelia’s heart, though buried in New England’s coldness and 
aloofness, sprang to life at the sight of the little, abused slave child, 
and opening her arms, with tears, she said, “Topsy, my child, I 
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love you.” The negro girl’s heart responded with joy and she was 
led to Jesus. 

We must help first by personal contact. 

Then we can help second, by giving of our means, which is our life. 

I was in a business man’s office one day and he said, “Well pastor, 
what have you been doing today?” 

“This morning,” I replied, “I was in to see a consumptive girl and 
a mother whose son was killed out west. This afternoon I attended 
the funeral of a sweet baby, the only child, and the mother is almost 
heart broken.” 

He said, “Well , I wouldn’t like to be a preacher.” 

“Perhaps none of us would choose to be,” I replied, “but all of 
us Christians have to be. We must give money, or life. I give my 
life. You have got to pay.” 

Did you ever think that money is just life? Here I engage with 
a man for a day. At the end, he gives me $5.00. When I have that 
in my hand, what does it mean? Just this, that I have sold to him 
eight hours of the only valuable thing in all this world, my life, my 
time, and the $5.00 here in my hand represents that portion of my 
life and time. 

Now, if I take that money and give it to the church for its work, 
or to the missionary cause, I am just as truly giving a day of my life 
to these things as though I stood in a pulpit and preached, or went 
to the foreign field and taught. 

Let no one despise, or waste money. It is time and life. We 
must help by giving all we can of our means, which is our life. 

Lastly, there is a mighty thought that should make us in deadly 
earnest in this work laid upon us by the Lord. 

John M. Moore recently told Hartford pastors that the churches 
and pastors were not in earnest. 

But here is a thought that should urge us on, — to remember that 
Jesus has no power on earth, but through us and our powers. 

What’s the use of praying for the people to be saved, unless we 
give ourselves and our powers to making known the story of the 
Cross? 

What’s the use of praying for our boys not to be drunkards^ unless 
we use our votes and influence to aid the prohibition cause all we 
can? 

What would have been the use of praying against German dom- 
ination, unless we had given our money, our comforts and our boys? 

That little girl whose brother had been setting traps for birds one 
day, had the right of the matter, who when she prayed that night, 
said, “Oh God, don’t let the birds get in Johnny’s traps! Oh God, 
don’t let Johnny’s traps catch the birds!” 

All at once she leaped to her feet with shining face, clapping her 
hands with joy and said, “I don’t believe you will. Lord, for I went 
out this afternoon and kicked them all to pieces.” 
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Jesus has no voice in this world, but ours. He has no hands in 
this world, but ours. He has no feet in this world, but ours. And 
he has no money in this world, but ours. Have we refused these and 
withheld ? 

Spurgeon’s vivid imagination followed Jesus, after his ascension 
to Heaven. 

When the first great acclaim for his return was over, Gabriel, walk- 
ing arm in arm with him up the streets of gold, said, “Master, did you 
save all the men and women of the world while you were there?”

The morning session adjourned after prayer by Rev. 
Chester H. Howe, New London. 

Tuesday Afternoon 

The Convention was called to order by the President. 
Rev. John W. Brush, New Haven, conducted the de- 
votional service. 
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An address was delivered by Miss Margaret Suman, 
Philippine Islands, who spoke on the work of the denom- 
ination in that part of its field. 

Rev. D. P. Gaines, Waterbury, reported for the Com- 
mittee appointed last year to consider the advisability 
of amending Section 1, Article 1, of the By-Laws of the 
Convention to read : “The Annual meeting of the Conven- 
tion shall begin on Tuesday preceding the second Wed- 
nesday in May, at 10 :00 a. m.” 

Voted: That the recommendation be received and 
laid on the table until a later session. 

After the singing of a hymn a Forum on Field, Force 
and Finance was held. First, the introduction by the gen- 
eral secretary of the Convention workers,-office and field 
force, pastors of aided churches and missionaries among 
the New Americans. All gathered on the rostrum. 
Prayer was offered by Dr. John Newton Lackey, ex-pres- 
ident of the Convention. Rev. Ivan H. Benedict, Hart- 
ford, delivered a ten minute address on “Shall We Aid 
the Church at X?”. Mrs. J. E. Parrella, New Haven, 
spoke on “New Americans, Our Responsibility”. These 
two speakers represented the two missionary departments 
of our work. 

The reports of the Board of Managers, Missionary 
Cooperation and Religious Education Department were 
then taken from the table and the discussion of the re- 
ports took the form of a Questionnaire — 18 questions 
covering the substance of the reports. 

The forum closed with an address by Rev. William 
Reid, General Secretary of the Rhode Island Convention 
on “The Importance and Scope of State Convention 
Work”. 

Voted: That the report of the Board of Managers be 
adopted and printed in the Annual. 

Voted: That the report of the Board of Missionary 
Cooperation be adopted and printed in the Annual. 

Voted: That the report of the Department of religi- 
ous Education be adopted and printed in the Annual. 
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After singing a hymn and prayer by Rev. C. S. Night- 
ingale, Moosup, the Convention adjourned. 

Women’s Banquet 

The Women’s Banquet was held in the church social 
room. Miss Mary L. Howard, president of the State 
Society, presided. Three out-of-town guests were intro- 
duced : Mrs. Anderson, wife of the president of the 
Seminary in East Orange, Mrs. Reid of Rhode Island and 
Mrs. Adah Boyce, general missionary of the Central Div- 
sion of the W. A. B. H. M. S. Each told briefly of her 
work. 

Laymen’s Banquet 

The Laymen’s Banquet was held in the hotel at 7 :00 
p. m. A. L. Mulloy, president of the Laymen’s Council, 
presided. Speakers: Dr. W. H. Bowler, New York; Cap- 
tain J. F. Laughton, Inland Sea Japan and Rev. William 
Reid, Rhode Island. 

Tuesday Evening 

The evening session, which was devoted to the work 
of the Woman’s Mission Society, was called to order by 
Mrs. A. L. Mulloy, vice-president of the Convention. 

The devotional services were led by Mrs. David A. 
Pitt, Norwich, who used as her topic “The Responsibility 
of Christian Leadership”. 

Miss Mary L. Howard conducted a Symposium on 
departments of the Society’s work, introducing repre- 
sentatives of the work: Mrs. Arthur M. Brown — the 
foreign mission work; Mrs. J. R. Holley — the home mis- 
sion work and Mrs. G. C. Lauden — for the missionary 
education. 

After singing a hymn, Mrs. Adah H. Boyce, general 
secretary of the Central Division of the W. A. B. H. M. 
Society, gave an address on the Society’s work in the 
middle west and Mexico. 

The quartet of the entertaining church sang “How 
Beautiful Upon the Mountain.” 

The pageant “Our Inheritance” written by Mrs. C. H. 
Barrett, Hartford, was put on under her direction. It

After singing a hymn the Convention adjourned to 
give the Connecticut Baptist Education Society oppor- 
tunity to hold a business session. 

The Society was called to order by Dr. H. M. Thomp- 
son, Stonington, vice-president, in the absence of Presi- 
dent B. N. Timbie, Meriden, who is spending his sabbat- 
ical year in Europe. For the minutes of this session see 
page 143. 

President Pitt called the Convention to order. 

The program of the morning included reports of Com- 
mittees. 

The Committee on Federation of Churches reported 
through Rev. D. W. Lovett, Willimantic, as follows: 

Report of 

COMMITTEE ON FEDERATION 
OF CHURCHES 


In justice to the members of the Committee it should he said that 
this report represents only the reported activities of the general sec- 
retary of the Federation of Churches and those associated with him, 
and the grants of this Convention to that work. The committee 
itself has not been called into active service during the year. 

This Convention is a member of the Connecticut Federation of 
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Churches, and is represented by a regularly appointed committee 
which may he called upon by the officers of the Federation of 
Churches. The Board of Managers of this Convention this year 
appropriated $300. to the work of the Federation. 

The Connecticut Federation of Churches, through its general sec- 
retary, Rev. Morris E. Ailing, makes the following report of its 
activities for the past year. 

D. W. LOVETT, Chairman. 

Report of the Secretary of the Connecticut Federation 
of Churches for the Past Year 

September 30, 1926. 

The Secretary has been called upon to make a contribution of 
time and interest in the work of the Federal Council of Churches of 
Christ in America as a member of two commissions. This is in line 
with the plan of the Federal Council calling upon the state and local 
federations to bring to it messages from the field and to carry back 
messages to the local constituents. 

There are about twenty-five federated and community churches 
in Connecticut with which this office is in more or less intimate rela- 
tionship. The local federated qhurches seem to be holding their own. 
There is a very distinct movement in the direction of non-denomin- 
ational community organizations especially in Fairfield County and 
the Naugatuck Valley. 

Our Committee on Comity expects to make a survey in this whole 
field and place the material in the hands of all of the ministers of 
the state. 

Our Committee on Rural Life and Work, under the chairman- 
ship of Geo. W. Gilbert of Middletown, conducted an afternoon 
conference as a part of the general program of Farmers’ Week at 
the Connecticut Agricultural College the last week in July. The 
attendance at the conference was very gratifying. Dr. L. H. Dor- 
chester, president of the Federation made a noteworthy address. 
Rev. Geo. Gilbert, chairman of the committee, was supported by us 
during the whole Farmers’ Week in well-marked headquarters at the 
College and held many personal conferences. 

Our Committee on Law Enforcement, with Horace D. Taft, chair- 
man, has given material assistance to various state and county 
gatherings in the interest of law enforcement. Such a meeting is 
now planned for Hartford in the near future by the Women’s 
Connecticut Committee for law enforcement, this office serving as 
the agency for writing the ministers of the state upon this impor- 
tant matter. 

The question of adequate marriage laws for this state has been 
backed by the Federation before the General Assembly and will 
during the forthcoming sessions. The active leadership in this 
undertaking is in the hands of Edward L. Parker of Bridgeport, 
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General Secretary of the Family Welfare Committee of that city 
and chairman of the Family Welfare Section of the State confer- 
ence of Social Workers. 

The principal work of the Secretary and of the office for the past 
year has been in connection with the building of the Storrs Church 
and Community House. We are especially grateful to the Baptists of 
Connecticut for their support of this work. We have had several 
notable contributions from members of your churches. Baptist 
ministers have preached from time to time to the students of the 
Connecticut Agricultural College and Mr. Campbell is serving as a 
member of the Committee on Religious Education at Storrs. This 
Committee, backed by contributions from your body and others, 
provided instruction in religion to about 100 students of the college 
last year. 

In closing let me say that contributions from the State Conven- 
tion Treasury to the support of the Federation is greatly appreciated.

OBITUARY REPORT 


Many of those who have been with us in the past year have lis- 
tened to the call, “Come up higher.” We miss them, and yet we 
rejoice that they are permitted to look upon the King in his beauty. 

Rev. William Taylor Rice. 

Rev. W. T. Rice was born in Conway, Mass., April 5, 1855, and 
graduated from Worcester Academy, 1877; from Brown University, 
1881. Ordained at Ainsworth, Iowa, August 24, 1882. He held 
pastorates at Ainsworth, 1882; Saranac, Mich., 1883-’85; Clearwater, 
Kansas, 1886; Spring Hill, Mansfield, Conn., 1888-’89; Winthrop 
Conn., 1892-’95; Egartown, Mass., 1895-’98; South Londonderry, 
Vt., 1899-1901. East Brookfield, Mass., 1924-’25. He died at the 
Worcester Hospital March 25, 1925. 

Because of poor health he was compelled to lay down his work and 
rest, but his heart was in the work, and at the earliest moment he 
would take it up again. In 1901 he was compelled to drop the pas- 
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torate; in 1903 he was appointed Rural Mail Carrier, and served in 
this capacity nearly 17 years, when the change in rules made it im- 
possible for him to continue longer. May 1, 1924, he took the pas- 
torate at East Brookfield, and rejoiced, in the work. He was greatly 
beloved in his fields of labor. His widow is successfully carrying on 
the work from which he was taken. 

Rev. Joseph K. Wilson, D. D. 

Rev. J. K. Wilson, was graduated from Brown University, 1873; 
from Crozer Theological Seminary, 1876; and held pastorates at 
First Church, Nyack, N. Y., 1876-’78; Huntington St., New London, 
Conn., 1878-’82; Winthrop St. Church, Taunton, Mass., 1882-’94; 
First Church, Melrose, Mass., 1894-’98; and Free St. Church, Port- 
land, Me., 1898-1905. 

He was editor of Zion’s Advocate, Portland, Me., 1905-1916 when 
he joined the staff of the Watchman-Examiner, and continued this 
work until the time of his death, October 10, 1925. 

He was President of the Baptist Young People’s Union of Mass., 
1892-1905. 

Dr. Wilson’s literary work had about it the indefinable charm of 
quaintness, simplicity, and vigor. In all his writing he had a definite 
goal in view. It was as a Christian gentleman that Dr. Wilson will 
be remembered by those who came in contact with him. His courtly 
and polished manners made him at home in any gathering. He was 
too humble, himself to be critical of others. He walked with God 
and God has taken him. 

Rev. Malcolm Marcellus Mills. 

Rev. M. M. Mills died at his home in Mundale, N. Y., December 
13, 1925. He was bom at Pittsford, Vt., March 11, 1845. He pre- 
pared for college in the Pittsford Grammar School, and was gradu- 
ated from Madison University, — now Colgate, — 1875; and from Ham- 
ilton Theological Seminary, 1878. Immediately after his graduation 
he became the pastor of the Baptist Church in Greenville, Conn., 
where he was ordained. Mr. Mills, had two pastorates in Vermont, 
at Pittsford, and at West Haven. In New York he was pastor at 
Sand Lake, Delhi, South Orsolic and Hartwick. 1899 he purchased 
a farm at Mundale, where he spent the remainder of his life. During 
this period he supplied for one year at Trout Creek. He preached 
as opportunity offered and took a deep interest in local spiritual 
activities. 

Rev. Charles L. Pierce. 

After a sickness of two years. Rev. C. L. Pierce was released from 
his suffering and entered into rest December 25, 1925 at the age of 
60. At the funeral held in the Church at Still River, Mass., there 
were present a large number of young men whom he had led to 
Christ and helped to establish in the Christian life. Mr. Pierce was 
educated in the Salem Public Schools. Later he entered the Young 
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Men’s Christian Association work, and whilst in this work at Middle- 
town, Conn., he decided to study for the ministry and entered Wes- 
leyan University. He was ordained by his first Church, Easton, 
Conn., 1902. He held pastorates at Yalesville, 1893-’94; in the 
Borough of Brooklyn, N. Y., Essex, Conn., 1906-1911; North 
Tewksbury, West Alton, and Westboro, Mass. 

He was a man of sterling worth, — an earnest bible student, — loyal 
to duty. He gave himself a living sacrifice for his fellowmen. 

Rev. B. Frank White, D. D. 

Rev. B. F. White never held a pastorate in Connecticut, but spent 
several summers at Preston and preached there and in other churches 
near by. He was bom in Mobile, Ala., December 28, 1828, and died 
in the Minister’s home in Philadelphia, March 6, 1926. He studied 
for a physician and practiced in Detroit, Mich. During the Civil 
War he gave his services to the wounded soldiers. Later he was 
stricken with blindness, but learned a system of writing for the blind, 
and prepared for the ministry, — was ordained at Little Rock, Ark., 
where he had a pastorate, and was elected Chaplain of the Senate. 
He was well and favorably known wherever he had preached. 

Rev. Charles A. Decker. 

Rev. C. A. Decker was born in Rochester, N. Y. , March 7, 1877. 
He attended the public schools of that city, and was graduated from 
the University of Rochester, 1902; and from the Seminary 1907. 
He was ordained June 4, 1907, at Williamstown, N. Y. He held 
pastorates at Williamstown, N. Y., April 1901-April 1907; Fourth 
Baptist, Chicago, 111., April 1907-May 1910; First Baptist Church 
South Bend Ind., October 1910 — March 1918; First Baptist Church 
Bellevue, Pittsburgh, Pa., September 1919-1921; First Baptist Church, 
Bridgeport, Conn., January 1922-December 31, 1925. 

He served as Religious Director for the Tidewater District in Vir- 
ginia, and for the Y. M. C. A. in the camp during the training of the 
young men for the war, in which work he was very successful. He 
was an enthusiastic leader of the Everyman’s Bible Class in Bridge- 
port. After, three months of great suffering he entered into rest 
December 31, 1925. 

Rev. John Wesley Payne 

Rev. J. W. Payne was bora in Cincinnati, Ohio, November 16, 1848, 
and was educated in the common schools of that city; Granville 
Academy, and college and was graduated from Denison University, 
1873; receiving his A. B. and later A. M. from Denison. He contin- 
ued his studies in Rochester Theological Seminary, graduating in 
1876, and soon afterwards was ordained at the Groton, N. Y., 
Baptist Church, which he served as pastor. Other pastorates were 
Morenci, Mich., Clinton and Jewett City, Conn., and another church 
in the Middle West. 

He was a pastor at Jewett City from November 1889 to April 
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1904, during which time the meeting-house was repaired and beau- 
tified, and a new pipe organ was installed. 

Rev. J. W. Payne came to Yale with Dr. W. R. Harper in 1883 
and was proof reader for him in his work on the Semitic languages. 
After closing this work he continued his studies at the Union Theo- 
logical Seminary and at Yale. From 1904-’07 he had a small print- 
ing business, and in 1907, bought the Jewett City Press, which he 
continued to publish until his death, March 22, 1926. He supplied 
different churches during these later years. He was a devout stu- 
dent of the bible, — a scholarly preacher, and a sympathetic pastor. 

Rev. Adoniram Judson Chandler. 

Rev. A. J. Chandler was born in Chester, Vt., March 12, 1845. 
He received his boyhood education in the school at Springfield, Vt.. 
In 1863 he enlisted in the ninth Vermont infantry, saw service dur- 
ing the rest of the war, and was engaged in three major battles. At 
the end of the war he entered Madison University, — now Colgate, — 
graduating 1872, and was in Newton Theological Institution from 
1872-1875. He was ordained at North Troy, Vt., December 1, 1875 
and served as pastor there till September 1877; at Schaftsbury, 
Vt., January 1878-April 1881; Clinton, Conn., September 1881-1885; 
First Groton, Conn., 1885-’95. 

After the service at First Groton he retired from active pas- 
torate, and entered business life, — supplying churches occasionally; 
he made New London his home. He died at the Lawrence Hospital, 
New London, April 6, 1926, at the age of 81 years. Mr. Chandler 
was held in esteem because of his lovable, kindly gentle nature, and 
had endeared himself to a host of friends. 

Rev. William W. Everts, D. D. 

The death of Rev. W. W. Everts of Boston, at the age of seventy- 
seven, removes one of the best known and most highly honored of our 
Baptist Ministers in New England. 

He was the son of Rev. W. W. Everts, who was pastor for twenty 
years of the First Church of Chicago, and one of the founders of the 
old Chicago University. He was associated with his father as assist- 
ant pastor, and built up the mission of that church into an indepen- 
dent org'anization. He was a graduate of Chicago University, and 
of the Baptist Union Theological Seminary. He then studied three 
years at German Universities. On his return to America he entered 
the active ministry and was pastor of such important churches as 
the First Church, St. Paul; and the First Church, Omaha; the 
South Baptist Church of Hartford, Conn., 1881-1884. He also held 
several other pastorates. The last 14 years had been spent mostly 
in study and research work, and various forms of Christian activity. 
He published a number of books. By his simplicity and purity of 
character, his modesty and friendliness, the breadth of his knowledge, 
and great hearted sympathy, he endeared himself to young and old 
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alike. After several months illness he passed on May 14, 1926. 

Rev. Arthur P. Wedge. 

Rev. A. P. Wedge died suddenly of heart disease at the home of his 
daughter, May 24, 1926, in Jamaica Plains, Mass. He was bom in 
Huntington, Conn., November 27, 1866; licensed to preach by the 
First Church, Everett, Mass., and was ordained at Paris, Maine, 1889. 

His pastorates were Paris, Me., Rockville, Conn., 1895-’99; Carew 
St. Church, Springfield, Mass., — Worthen St. Church, Lowell, and 
East Boston, Mass. 

In 1912 he was appointed Field Secretary of the “Society for the 
propagation of the Gospel among the Indians of America”, which 
society was founded by John Eliot, the earliest apostle to the Indians, 
and the first to translate the Bible into one of their tongues. To 
this service he devoted the remainder of his life except for a short 
pastorate at East Boston. 

Rev. Asa Edward Reynolds. 

Rev. A. E. Reynolds was bom at Granville, N. Y., November 4, 
1840. He was graduated from the College and Seminary of what 
is now Colgate University, ordained at East Jaffrey, N. H., September 
6, 1866. He held pastorates at East Jaffrey, N. H., September 1866 
March 1869; Natick, Mass., July 1869- September 1883; Walling- 
ford, Conn., 1883-May 1890; Cambridge, Mass., May 1890-July 1895; 
North Tewksbury, Mass., September 1896-October 1899 

A severe illness caused his resignation; he never fully recovered 
from this. He supplied the First Church, Fitchburg, Mass., six 
months, also the Albany Park Church, Chicag’o, 111., for two years. 
He was a quiet, reserved and highly sensitive minister, who was 
held in high esteem in all the churches he served. After a long 
illness home patiently, he passed away May 21, 1926, from the 
home in Somerville, Mass. 

Rev. William B. Oakley. 

Rev. W. B. Oakley was bom in Worcester, Mass., August 30, 1872. 
He was converted and baptized in Worcester, but began his ministry 
in doing mission work in Bridgeport, Conn., where he was later 
ordained as pastor of the Calvary Baptist Church, 1916, which he 
had served as supply preacher for sometime. His other pastorates 
were First Groton, Conn., 1919-1923; organized in 1705, located in 
Old Mystic, — and Bozrah, Conn., 1925-May 26, 1926. In all his 
public ministry he gave full proof of his fitness as a herald of the 
Good News. He was a strong preacher, and a good pastor. He died 
very suddenly May 26, 1926. 

Rev. Wallace Buttrick. 

Rev. W. Buttrick was born at Potsdam, N. Y., October 23, 1853. 
Was licensed 1879 by the Ogdensburg Church, immediately after 
graduation from the Rochester Theological Seminary he was ordained 
and became pastor of the First Baptist Church of New Haven, Conn., 
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where he remained from 1883-1889. Other pastorates were the 
First Baptist Church of St. Paul, Minn., 1889-’92, and the Emman- 
uel Church, Albany, N. Y., where he remained until he was appointed 
to the General Education Board. He was a member of the Rock- 
erf eller Foundation, the International Health Board, the China Med- 
ical Board, and Trustee of Pekin University Medical College. In 
1898 he received the degree of Doctor of Divinity from Rochester 
University; and Union College gave him an honorary degree of 
Doctor of Literature in 1914. He was internationally known for his 
educational work. He died at the Johns Hopkins Hospital May 27, 
1926 following a stroke suffered the previous night. 

Rev. Charles Lyman Rhoades, D. D. 

Rev. C. L. Rhoades was born at Elbridge, N. Y., May 13, 1849. 
He studied and practiced law from 1871-’79; then attended Newton 
Theological Seminary; acting on the advice of the Professors, he 
accepted a call to the Lexington, Mass., Baptist Church ;was licensed 
January 20, 1881; ordained at Lexington, January 4, 1883, where 
he served until July 1883. 

Other pastorates were; West Acton, Mass., July 1883-1887; South 
Boston, Fourth Baptist Church, 1887-’90; East Somerville, 1890-’93; 
Stamford, Conn., 1893-1898. He was then called to the position of 
Secretary of the Baptist Foreign Missionary Society for New York. 
In 1910 he was called to Buffalo, N. Y., as pastor of Prospect Ave- 
nue Baptist Church, which he served until in 1916 he became pas- 
tor at Cazinovia, N. Y. In 1919 he entered the pastorate at Fre- 
donia, N. Y., and remained there until he retired from active pas- 
toral service, though he supplied churches later. He died at 
Kenwood, Buffalo, N. Y., March 31, 1926. 

He was a man of strong convictions, and not afraid to present 
the truth as he understood it. 

Rev. Frank S. Clark. 

Rev. F. S. Clark died September 4, at Damariscotta Mills, Me., 
where he was born 55 years ago. He attended the institute in 
Chicago, and the Southern Baptist Theological Seminary, Louisville, 
Ky., and was ordained at Windsor, Me. He held pastorates at 
Windsor, and North Vassalboro, Me., in Vermont, at Easton, 1913- 
’17 Montville, 1917-’19 and Rowayton, Conn., 1919-’22. Also in 
Ohio, and at Greenville, R. I., where he was stricken with paralysis 
which resulted in his death. He also did missionary work in Maine 
for three years and acted as agent for two years for the New 
England Home for Little Wanderers.

COMMITTEE ON NEW CHURCHES 


It is not sufficient for us to be satisfied with strengthening the 
work of the churches already established. Even in Connecticut 
with its many venerable churches of long standing there is need 
for the establishment of new churches. These needs are felt espec- 
ially in two fields: (1) The foreign settlements which are rapidly 
developing in various sections (2) The suburban residence districts 
which are being built up as the cities grow. That the Baptists of 
this state are alive to these needs is manifest in the new churches 
which are from time to time being welcomed into our fellowship. 

During the year, the Italian Baptist Mission of Meriden was organ- 
ized as the First Italian Baptist Church of Meriden. A council was 
called to consider the case and it recommended acceptance of 
its application for membership into the New Haven Association. 
On October 6, at the annual meeting of the Association at Ansonia 
it was formally welcomed into the Association.

the hour and the fine contribution which the women are 
making to the whole cause. 

Rev. W. H. Bowler, D. D., New York, executive sec- 
retary of the Board of Missionary Cooperation of The 
Northern Baptist Convention, gave an inspiring address 
on the missionary program of the denomination, show- 
ing incidents from both home and foreign fields. He 
pressed home the responsibility resting upon the Baptists 
in seizing the great opportunities which are at hand. It 
was gratifying to know of the unparallelled results of 
the evangelistic work of missionaries in the foreign fields. 
He also outlined the World Tour for Northern Baptists 
to be taken in the airship “Evangel” during the month 
of January, 1927.

These were all in the bounds of the New Haven Asso- 
ciation and have all conformed to the standard that we have been 
trying to set for this task. It is a matter of gTeat encouragement 
and hope for the future efficiency of our ministry that we can so 
heartily commend the quality of these young men. Rev. Willard F. 
Johnson who was ordained by Chester Church on the 23rd of May 
is a graduate of the University of Pennsylvania and of Hartford 
Theological Seminary in both of which schools he has maintained 
very high rank both for scholarship and character. Rev. E. M. Whid- 
den who was ordained by the church at Montowese on the first of July 
has both the B. A. and M. A. degrees from McMaster University and 
is holding high rank as a student in the Yale Divinity School. Rev. 
Gustave E. Frledenberg ordained by the Liberty St. Church in Meri- 
den on the 28th of July has a creditable record as a student in 
Rochester Seminary. 

It is also a source of gratification to note that all these men have 
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proved themselves students that need not be ashamed, but that they 
have also had more than the average experience of young men of 
their class both in life and in practical Christian service. Our min- 
istry is enriched by their coming among us.

Committee on Evangelism 

The Committee on Evangelism has suffered heavy losses in this 
past year, first by the withdrawal of Rev. David A. Pitt from the 
chairmanship to take up the broader task of the Convention pres- 
idency, and second by the removal from the state of the Rev. Her- 
bert Judson White who had succeeded him as chairman. Arrange- 
ments were made nevertheless for regional conferences on evangel- 
ism under the direction of denominational leaders. Before these 
plans could be carried out a team, representing several denomina- 
tions, was furnished to the state by the Federal Council of Churches. 
Your committee therefor abandoned their purely denominational 
program of meetings and adopted instead the interdenominational 
program being conducted by this team under the local direction of 
the Connecticut Federation of Churches. 

For the coming year the committee heartily approves the em- 
phasis being given to evangelism in the program of the Northern 
Baptist Convention. Plans are being made for regional confer- 
ences under the direction of the Rev. A. B. Strickland. In these con- 
ferences the stress will be placed upon personal evangelism, and it 
is intended that they shall be held, as far as possible, within the next # 
few weeks. Your committee desires to reiterate the suggestion of 
previous committees, that the evangelistic plans of the local church 
should be carried out from the beginning of the fall and winter sea- 
son, instead of being held over until the period immediately preceding 
Easter.

Report of the 

WOMAN’S BAPTIST MISSION SOCIETY 
OF CONNECTICUT 

For 1925-1926 


It may truly be said of this Society that it is still pressing toward 
the mark of high standing in missionary knowledge, interesting and 
giving as is shown by the reports of work done by its various depart- 
ments — ^the Children’s World Crusade, the World Wide Guild of 
young women and the women of mature years. 

A growing missionary knowledge is reaching into the life of the 
church and affecting it through various channels, namely — through 
a slowly growing number of subscribers to our missionary magazine 
“Missions”. Then the Reading Contest of Missionary Books, and 
the distribution of both missionary and social welfare literature. 
By the presentation of missions to the church and Bible school in the 
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form of pageants and missionary plays, through mission study class- 
es and schools of missions. 

Greater interest in mission work is evidenced by the reports of 
both Overland and Overseas White Cross superintendents, showing 
that 58 schools, one college, one hospital, two Indian missions, Alaska 
Orphanage and Davenport House were remembered as Connecticut’s 
part in Overland White Cross work, all of the six Associations doing 
their bit for its accomplishment. Three Associations assisted eight 
hospitals with Overseas Work besides special gifts sent to mission- 
aries and for relief work abroad. 

The enlistment of the churches in the more general observance of 
special days of prayer for missions is another sign of growing inter- 
est. And, too, the Society has largely aided in trying to put over 
the denominational program through conferences which stimulated 
interest throughout the state. 

A slowly growing giving of self and time is noted by the Christian 
Americanization Work done by volunteers, consistly in teaching in 
the home and in Bible schools, sewing clubs, friendly calling, com- 
munity and young people’s club work and daily vacation and week- 
day Bible schools. 

An increasing love of giving of money is evidenced by the Socie- 
ty’s cooperation in helping to raise Connecticut’s quota for the Lone 
Star Fund ; through the special Christmas and Easter gifts, also in 
assuming as an extra gift the state’s quota of the Golden anniversary 
gift.

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Annual Report of the 
WOMAN’S FOREIGN SECRETARY 
FOR 1925-1926 


Under our present State organization, there is of necessity much 
union work shared by the Home Director and the Foreign Secretary. 
During the past year these officers have worked in close cooperation. 
It might be well to state just how the division of duties is shared. 
In all matters of a union nature, such as gathering statistics, distri- 
bution of literature, etc. the Home Director has charge of the three 
western associations, Hartford, New Haven and Fairfield and the 
Foreign Secretary cares for the three eastern; namely, Ashford, 
New London and Stonington Union. However, when the work is 
distinctly Home or Foreign it is referred to the Director or Secretary 
as formerly. 

Our statistics show more gains than losses this year, yet when we 
analyze these figures we are impressed with one outstanding prob- 
lem. How can we reach the uninterested woman? For example, 
we have 3,461 active members reported, a splendid gain of 1,195 
over last year, but when we realize that this is less than half of the 
number of women belonging to the 98 churches reporting it is self 
evident that one objective for the coming year should be to reach 
the uninterested women of the state. 

The increase in honor societies is most gratifying. Our 86 socie- 
ties have attained 705 points in the Standard of Excellence. We 
regret that owing to “cuts” in the budgets our National Societies 
have been unable to continue the Extention packets of literature and 
thus this department has been dropped. Our White Cross Overseas 
is facing a real problem due to the excessive customs rates charged 
in addition to the shipping rates. This department has been doing 
good work this past year. 

The churches through our Associational workers have been sup- 
plied with literature in regard to the Christmas offering. Denomin- 
ational and Interdenominational Days of Prayer, Self Denial Week, 
Keep Faith Day and Easter Offering. 

A campaign has been launched to increase the subscriptions to 
“Missions” by securing if possible a Club Manager in every church 
in the state. 

We regret to report the resignation of three honored officers who 
have given loyal and loving service for many years. Mrs. J. B. Kent, 
our State Secretary for the past 25 years, is now living in Larch- 
mont, N. Y. Mrs. J. E. Burleson, Secretary of Ashford Association 
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and Miss F. L. Twiss, Secretary of New Haven Association altho 
relieved of the Associational duties are actively interested in the 
mission work of their respective churches. Mrs. C. L. Crane, Home 
Director of Ashford Association has been appointed Mrs. Burleson’s 
successor and Mrs. G. F. Brown, Home Director of New Haven Asso- 
ciation has most graciously carried on the Foreign work this past 
year. 

Mrs. Arthur M. Brown, Secretary-Director of Stonington Union 
Association resigned to become State Secretary and Mrs. Elmer C. 
Hall of Mystic has been appointed to carry on this work. 

We also note with regTet the resignation of Miss Julia Randall 
of Mystic as College Counselor. Miss Randall’s place has not been 
filled at the present time. 

In closing this report I wish to express my sincere appreciation 
of the splendid service rendered by our Associational officers. It 
is due to their loyal and untiring efforts that our National, District 
and State Societies are unable to disseminate information and cul- 
tivate interest among the women of our churches. Theirs is a real 
service.

WOMAN’S HOME MISSION WORK 
IN CONNECTICUT 
1925-1926 


The Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut during 
1925 and 1926 spent its effort largely in supporting the denomin- 
ational program, using its influence to center attention in the local 
churches on the Every Member Plan and monthly remittances to 
the state office of one-twelfth their quota. 

Four of our cities were included in Dr. Brougher’s itinerary, and 
the “Game” in Connecticut was better played for his visit, although 
it is to be regretted that after nine months of well-doing we became 
weary and dropped from the Honor Roll. 

Connecticut was one of the three states making the largest 
Christmas offering, thus helping to make New England the largest 
of the district givers. 

4307 self-denial banks were distributed and “Keep Faith Week” 
was observed by a number of churches. 

Distribution of literature has been an important part of our work. 
For the newly organized Civic Committee we mailed letters to the 
churches urging concerted action in civic and community questions. 

A series of twelve Golden Anniversary Luncheons has helped 
the “Tree” to put on more golden foliage. A large proportion of 
quota has already been subscribed. 

Local Societies number 85, with 3461 active members, — a gain 
of 1142 over last year. Standard of Excellence wall charts have 
again been used with success, 33 Honor Societies being reported. 
The societies receiving the gold seal of honor are, —

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At our annual state meeting in May the accomplishment of the 
year past and aims for the one to come were effectively set forth 
by those heading up the work of the various departments by means 
of posters presented with three minute talks. A prize was awarded 
for the poster which the audience should honor with the largest 
number of votes. Mrs. J. F. Barton, representing Overland White 
Cross work, was the successful contestant. The poster contest idea 
was deemed worthy of adaption by other state workers, and a 
demonstration was accordingly given before the District Board in 
Boston. 

The informational leaflet sent out by the White Cross state direct- 
ors at the beginning of the year has been helpful to those already in 
the work and has gained the attention of some of the hitherto unin- 
terested. State-wide interest was taken in the “Reynolds Memorial” 
scholarship for the Chicago Missionary Training School; the $568 
subscribed attests the loving remembrance in which our women still 
hold Mrs. Reynolds, formerly a resident of Connecticut. 

Reading Contest and other Missionary Education work has gone 
forward, many churches carrying on study classes and schools 
of missions. The state Secretary of Literature and her associates 
have taken excellent care of the exhibit and sale of literature. 

Subscription to “Missions” total 1113. 

Our College Counselor, Miss Julia Randall, has given herself to 
the task with tact and enthusiasm. In April she gave a tea for the 
Baptist girls at Connecticut College, New London. Sample copies 
of “Missions” were submitted to the college librarian with the offer 
of a gift subscription, which was accepted with thanks, and the 
magazine is now on file in the Connecticut College reading room. 

47 Connecticut women delegates were registered at the Wash- 
ington Convention, together with 9 visitors. Miss Mary Howard’s 
address from the Convention platform has been printed for wide 
distribution, in order to make known the serious situation of our 
Home Mission work. 

Cheerful cooperation in all departments has brought another year 
to a satisfactory conclusion. Our goals have not all been reached, 
but we press forward.

We have at the present time 65 Chapters enrolled with well over 
1000 members. 

Encouraging reports of Mission Study and Program meetings 
have been received as well as quantities of White Cross work for 
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Overland and Overseas. As for giving, we went over with $2,000 
to our credit for the Guild Special Birthday Fund for the general 
work of our demonination. Now we are working for this year’s fund, 
to be divided between the W. B. H. M. S. Golden Anniversary and 
the general work of the denomination 40% going to the former 
and 60% to the latter. 

Enthusiastic Association Rallies and attendance at Northfield and 
our own State Summer Assembly have culminated in the event of 
the year our Annual State Rally and Guild House-party held this 
year at Connecticut Agricultural College at Storrs. As stated in 
last year’s report, we had to find a place that would accommodate more 
than Wangum Lodge where we had held our parties in former years. 
Our state Agricultural College proved an ideal place, and we had 
the largest full time enrollment since these rallies have been started. 
112 came for full time and four more for part time. In former 
years we have had a larger number of transients fdr Saturday after- 
noon, but the distance and some difficulties in reaching Storrs, made 
it impossible for many to come for a short time. 

A splendid program with our National Secretary Miss Alma J. 
Noble as guest of honor. Miss Jennie Reilly, Foreign Missionary, 
Miss Cora Beath, Home Missionary, Miss Sallie Coy, Rhode Island 
State Secretary, Miss Margaret Holley of Bristol and Mrs. Morsehead 
of our Woman’s Society, gave us another never to be forgotten 
week-end. All matters relating to Guild work were discussed — 
Mission Study, Programs, White Cross and Methods. Inspiring talks 
by our guest gave a wonderful inspiration for the work of the com- 
ing year. Meriden First Church girls rendered fine music and 
Meriden Main Street girls gave “The Golden Tree”. At the closing 
Consecration service Sunday morning led by Miss Noble, six girls 
spoke of their plans for life service work. We have ten life service 
girls in our Guild Chapters. Such testimonies were a fitting culmin- 
ation to the happy hours at Storrs. 

A folder entitled “Facts that every Connecticut Guild Girl ought 
to Know” has just been printed and distributed to each girl. On 
one side there are items of information about the Study books, Read- 
ing and Theme Contests, special directions about the Guild extra Fund 
and a list of names and addresses of State and association officers. 
On the other side, the new State Standard of Excellence, giving 
items for which points are given. The prize awarded to the chapter 
having the most points for the year, being a silver candle-stick 
presented by'the Woman’s Missionary Society of the State. This 
is a new venture for our state, but has been worked very success- 
fully in other states. 

We still aim for a chapter in every Church, and ask the coopera- 
tion of every church member.

CHARTER 

Passed May, 1820 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives in General Assembly convened. That Asahel Morse, Caleb 
Moore, Joseph B. Gilbert, John Bolles, Hezekiah Huntington, Elisha 
Cushman, Noadiah Woodruff, David King, Jesse Savage, Pierpont 
Brockett, David Bolles, Isaac Dwinnell, Eli Ball, George Mitchell, 
David Turner, Jeremiah Brown, Asahel Otis, Jonathan Goodwin, Jr., 
Orra Martin, Asa Talmadge, Chauncey Wheeler, Thomas Wheeler, 
Elijah Filley and their associates, be, and they are hereby formed into, 
constituted, and made a body politic and corporate, by the name of 
“The Connecticut Baptist Education Society,” and by that name; they 
and their successors shall and may have perpetual succession, shall 
be capable of suing and being sued, pleading and being impleaded, 
in all suits of whatever nature soever, may have a common seal and 
the same alter or change at pleasure. And may also have, purchase, 
receive, hold and convey away estate, real, personal or mixed, the 
annual income of which shall not exceed three thousand dollars. 

Sec. 2. The said Baptist Education Society may from time to time 
elect a president and such other officers and agents as they may find 
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necessary or convenient; may elect and receive additional members; 
make by-laws respecting number, qualifications, and duties of their 
officers and members, prescribe the mode of election and admission 
of members; the time, place, and manner of holding their meeting; 
the number necessary to form a quorum; and all other by-laws and ^ 

regulations which said society may deem necessary for the govern- 
ment and due regulation of its concerns to promote and secure the 
essential objects of said Society, as expressed in their Constitution — 
not repugnant to the laws of this State or of the United States. 

Sec. 3. The first meeting of said Society shall be held at Hartford, 
on the first Wednesday of May, A. D. 1821. 

Sec. 4. This act of incorporation, and every part thereof, may be 
altered, amended, or repealed at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

CONSTITUTION 

Article 1. This Society shall be known by the name of “The 
Connecticut Baptist Education Society.” i 

Art. 2. The object of this Society shall be to assist young men 
and young women, who are called of God to preach the Gospel, in ac- 
quiring such mental discipline and culture as shall render them more j 

useful in the kingdom of Christ. 

Art. 3. This Society shall consist of such persons as pay into the 
treasury one dollar or more annually; also of delegates from churches 
and auxiliary societies, which shall be entitled to representation at 
the annual meeting as follows, viz.: Every church and auxiliary 
society contributing to the funds of the Society five dollars annually, 
shall be .entitled to one delegate, and those contributing ten or more 
dollars, two delegates. The payment of fifteen dollars in advance 
shall constitute membership for life. 

Art. 4. The officers of this Society shall consist of a President, 
two Vice-Presidents, a Secretary, a Treasurer, an Auditor, and five 
Trustees, to be chosen annually in any manner the Society may de- 
termine. 

Art. 5. The officers of this Society shall constitute an Executive 
Commitee to manage the concerns of the Society during its recess, 
to control its funds and property, to examine and admit candidates to 
the benefits of the Society, and at every annual meeting of the Society, 
they shall make a faithful report of their doings the preceding year. (>' 

Art. 6. The Secretary shall keep a record of the beneficiaries, 
and record the acts of the Society and of the Executive Committee, 
draw all orders on the Treasurer authorized by said Committee, con- ’ 

duct the correspondence, give notice of meetings, and prepare the 
annual report of the Executive Committee to the Society. The Treas- 
urer shall have charge of the current funds of the Society, and pay 
them out only to the order of the Secretary; he shall also safely hold 
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all bonds, notes, deeds, and other evidences of- property belonging to 
the Society, giving ample security for these trusts. His accounts 
shall always be open to the inspection of the Executive Committee 
and Auditor, and he shall make a detailed report of the same 
quarterly to said Committee, and annually to the Society. The Audi- 
tor shall examine annually, or oftener, the accounts and securities of 
the Treasurer, and certify the same. 

Art. 7. The Executive Committee shall, annually, at its first quar- 
terly meeting appoint a Finance Committee of three of its own mem- 
bers, who shall negotiate and invest all legacies, bequests, and other 
permanent funds of the Society, unless otherwise provided by their 
donors, according to the laws of Connecticut concerning trust funds. 

Art. 8. The annual meeting of the Society for the election of 
officers and transaction of other business shall be holden during the 
week and at the same place of each meeting of the Convention. 
Special meetings of the Society may be called by the President, at 
the request of five members of the Executive Committee. The busi- 
ness of the Society may be transacted at all regular meetings by a 
majority of the members present. 

Art. 9. Every person admitted to the benefits of this Society must 
be a member of some regular Baptist church. He must produce a 
letter from said church, certifying his good standing, and its com- 
mendation of him as one call to God to the ministry. He must sat- 
isfy the Executive Committee that he possesses gifts promising use- 
fulness in the work; and he shall, furthermore, be recommended to 
the patronage of the Society by at least three regularly ordained min- 
isters of the Baptist denomination. 

Art. 10. No person shall be aided by this Society unless he shall 
certify his intention to take the full course of study preparatory, 
collegiate and theological, unless, in the opinion of the Executive 
Committee, his age and circumstances do not admit of such a course; 
and the institutions in which beneficiaries pursue their studies shall 
be subject to the approval of the Executive Committee; and, volun- 
tarily failing to enter the ministry, or for sufficient cause, being 
dropped from the list of beneficiaries, he shall refund the money, 
with interest, he has received from the Society. 

Art. 11. The personal services of those who are appointed to 
manage the concerns of the Society shall be in all respects gratuitous. 

Art. 12. No alteration shall be made in the foregoing Constitution 
except at an annual meeting of the Society, by a two-thirds vote of 
the members present, written notice of the proposed change having 
been given and recorded one year previous to its adoption.

Society and the young people of the state. The Union Baptist 
Church, of Mystic, was well filled when Rev. H. M. Thompson, D. D., 
presiding in the absence of President B. N. Timbie, announced a 
song service to be led by Rev. George R. Atha. After an impressive 
devotional service by Rev. Weise, the secretary called upon those 
present to respond to the needs of the Society. The response was 
most generous. $84.90 being collected in memberships and collec- 
tion. 

Professor Milton G. Evans, L. L. D., of Crozer Theological Semin- 
ary, Chester, Penna., was then introduced as the speaker of the even- 
ing. He announced his theme: “Youth the wealth of the Church” and 
proceeded to illustrate the value of young people to the church and 
the future. The address was permeated with optimism, the speaker 
believing that young people of to-day while thinking, and often 
disturbed by the many changes and problems which confront them 
are deeply spiritual and concerned in the affairs of the church. 
They need sympathetic guidance and leadership. They are the 
wealth of the church and must be conserved. That this is possible 
was abundantly illustrated with illuminating references and in- 
cidents. This, and a tone of moral earnestness, made a deep im- 
pression upon those who listened. The second speaker was Miss 
Umstot, who carried her audience on a world tour in thirty minutes 
and pictured the opportunities and responsibilities of all Baptist 
people. 

Wednesday morning October 13th, was given to a short business 
session of the Education Society with the annual reports of the 
treasurer and the secretary. The nominating committee reported 
and the new officers were duly elected (as listed elsewhere in our 
report.) The meeting, having been presided over by Dr. Thompson, 
was declared adjourned.

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE

The year 1925-26 has been one of the most active in the history 
of the Connecticut Baptist Education Society. Time was when 
the number of students preparing for the Baptist Christian ministry 
was small. Last year we supported sixteen young people in their 
preparation for the gospel ministry. During the year we received 
five new applications, three of which were duly received and ap- 
proved by the Executive Committee. Because of sickness and other 
unavoidable circumstances three students withdrew and two gradu- 
ated from their college or seminary, thus leaving fourteen aided 
students upon our list, plus any new applications which we may 
receive. Of these, George Georgoff of Bridgeport and Elbert E. 
Gates Jr. of Hartford have been approved, two or three others 
pending. In all probability therefore the Society will be called upon 
to render financial aid to no less than twenty students, coming from 
various churches in Connecticut and preparing for definite Christian 
service. Our problem will be to respond to this challenge and op- 
portunity. We are beginning the year with less than $160 in our 
treasury. 

During the past year a number of important changes have taken 
place. Our President Rev. H. J. White, D. D., having removed from 
the state resigned in February. Mr. R. E. Chambers of Ansonia, 
accepted a position in Boston, Mass, leaving the Society without a 
treasurer. Rev. B. N. Timbie was unanimously chosen president to 
succeed Dr. White and Mr. Chapel S. Carter of Ansonia agreed to 
assume the duties as treasurer. 

A new and more practical application blank was printed during 
the year and is now in use. With the large number of students 
worthy of aid from the society and our decreasing resources we 
would appeal to every loyal Baptist and friend of the Education 
Society to remember us in your giving now as well as in your will. 
Give freely. 

To the secretary it has been a real joy and inspiration to render 
moral, spiritual and material aid, in the name of our Society, to such 
a large number of young people who are worthy, enthusiatic and con- 
secrated. The Connecticut Education Society faces a privilege and 
a challenge. Our response will be limited, only, by the willingness 
of our Baptist people to support this enterprise.
